N inflammation of the external parts of 
the body is a very common diſeaſe, 
and may proceed from a thouſand different 
cauſes; ſuch as a blow, a fall, a contuſion, 


Kc. from external accident: internally from 


any local defect of the ſolids; from the con- 


traction of the ſmaller veſſels; from their 
ſpaſm ; from their compreſſion, conſtriction, 


and obſtruction; from the difficulty which 


the blood finds in paſſing the extremity of the 
- arteries; from its too great quantity, thick- 
neſs, viſcidity, mixture with heterogeneous 
and virulent parts; or from any other alter- 

ation, whether ſimple or combined, &c. 


This diſorder attacks indiſcriminately all 


the parts of the human frame which are com- 
poſed of ſanguineous and lymphatic veſſels. 
Thus in regard to the external parts, nothing 
is fo common as inflammations of the ſkin, 


fat, glands,” muſcles, membranes, tendons, 
'gponeuroſes, and of all the organs which-fall 
nder the ſenſes.

contrary, frequently with violent ones. This 
difference, in the violence of the ſymptoms 
merits all the attention of the practitioner, 
ſeeing it is principally upon that he ought to 
eſtabliſh his prognoſtic and plan of cure. 
What general diſorder are not the principal 
economical and animal functions thrown 
into by an inflammation of an aponeuroſis, 
or of a tendon ? Nay, convullions, faintings, 
eyen death itſelf, are but too often the fatal 
conſequences, What is not to be appre- 
hended from an inflammation which tends to 
a mortification ; eſpecially if deeply lodged 
in the internal parts, or attacks a bad ſubject ? 

Theſe conſiderations and a thouſand others, 


of which it is not my intention to give a detail 


in this work, ought to make the ſurgeon ſen- 
ſible, how very neceſſary it is for him to be 
well acquainted with the remedies that are 
proper for the ſubduing of inflammations. 

J heſe very remedies are in every one's. 
hands, and the moſt ignorant may bluſh not. 
to be acquainted with them. But do they 
deſerve thoſe praiſes, and that degree of con- 
fidence, which is beſtowed upon them ? This. 
is a queſtion which their effects alone can de- 
cide. 13 

Now it is very certain, and univerſally ac- 
knowledged by men of ſenſe, that the effect 
of the external applications uſually preſcribed 
for inflammations, often diſappoint our ex- 
pectation. Sometimes they conſiſt of olea- 
dinous and greaſy ſubſtances, waich ſtuff N 
— We Hts t E 
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the pores of the inflamed part, and increaſe 
the ſymptoms by augmenting the volume ef 
the ſtagnated fluids: at other times they 
conſiſt of emollient and mucilaginous parts, 
which cenveying a great quantity of moiſture, 
very much relax the texture of the veſſels, 
and diſable them from getting clear of the 

redundancy of blood. Sometimes theſe ap- 
plications have powerful aſtringent particles 
in their compoſition, which repel the inflam- 
matory matter, and throw it upon the or- 
gans neceſſary for life: at other times theſe 
compoſitions are very active and irritative, 
and contract the veſſels ſo powerfully, as to 
prevent them from recovering their tone; 
by which all motion in the inflamed part be- 
comes totally interrupted. No one need 


then be ſurpriſed, after ſuch applications, if 


all the ſymptoms are encreaſed inſtead of be- 
ing diminiſhed. Nothing but blind preju- 
dice can.conceal from us the inconveniencies 


and dangers attending the application of 


them; and humanity itfelf 1s ſufficient to 
deter us from the farther uſe. of them, at 


leaſt in moſt caſes.

son, who is a. great partizan of emollient 


de coctions,

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decoCtions, conſumed ſo great a:quantity of 
mallows and'other emollient plants, in a cam - 
paign of three months only, that he exhauſt- 
ed the whole country where the French army 
was encamped: the inconvenience which re- 
ſulted from this, was a production of worms 
in almoſt all the gun-ſhot wounds, which he 
ought to have ſtimulated and recalled to life, 
inſtead of accelerating the mortification by 
emollients. This fact, which makes no apo- 
logy for emollitent and relaxing medicines, 
was atteeſted to me by many of the profeſ- 
fion, who attended the army at that time. 

I cannot then help being ſurpriſed that 
this error is not corrected : particularly as the 
art- of ſurgery has been ſo much improved 
of late years, and ſo few of the Faculty 
can poſhbly be ignorant of the bad effect of 
emollients. How is it poſhble to reconcile the 
actions of theſe medicines with the idea every 
one muſt form to himſelf of the nature of in- 
flammation ? Is it not, on the contrary, very 
certain that by this kind of application, we 
relax more and more the tumefied veflels ? 
that we render them by this means ſuſcepti- 
ble of a ſtill greater diſtenſron, and actually 
contribute to the evil terminations of inflam- 
matory diſorders?

laid aſide in inflammatory cales. 

Before we enter into a detail of the different

loudly. 
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loudly againſt the impatation of the repulſive 
power that has been attributed to Lead and 
its preparations I know how much the 
error has been R Ace by and that it has 
been ſupported for ages by the moſt reſpeR- 
able authorities; but truth has unlimitted 
rights which ought to have the preference 
to all authorities, eſpecially in queſtions that 
relate to facts, which experience alone can t 
determine. Upon this principle, I will not P 
ſtop at the crowd of  chirurgical writers, who * 
have attributed this repercuſſive quality to u 
Lead; but, among the reſt, there is one 
whoſe name alone may give weight to the er- h

ror, againft which I contend. The author 1 ei 
ſpeak of is Mr. Queſnay, who, in his Treattſe m 
on Suppuration, has placed the preparations 
of Lead among the number of repelling me- 1 7 
dicines. He relates many Obſervations, which al 


prove that litharge, white lead, &c. have dc 
been employed with very good ſucceſs, in 1 
different inflammations. Mr. Queſnay, in 
theſe caſes which he has related, makes no 
doubt of their having acted by repercuſſion: 
but this can by means be proved by his 
own caſes. For, firſt, as he did not employ 
theſe remedies ſolely, but mixed them up with 
other compoſitions, ſo it does not follow that 
the preparations of Lead have a repelling 
quality, from the cure haveing been operated 
by repercuſſion. Again, who knows but the 
prejudices of the gentlemen who made the 
Obſervations quoted by Mr. Queſnay, max 


have 
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have concealed from them the true manner in 
which the medicine uſually ated and have 
induced them to atribute to repercuſſion ef- 
fects which did not proceed from it? But 
let that be as it will, I can proteſt, upon the 
foundation of an experience that never de- 
ceived me, that the repelling power attri- 


buted to Lead and its preparations, is one of 


the greateſt errors that have ſlipt into the 
practice of ſurgery, and one of thoſe in 
which it behoves practitioners moſtly to be 
undeceived. 

Among the different inflammations that 
have fallen within my practice, that of the 


eriſipelas, or St. Anthony's fire, has been the 
moſt frequent. This diſeaſe makes advances, 


which not only proceed from the cauſo which 
produced it, and the part that is affected, but 
alſo from the remedies commonly made uſe of 


to ſubdue it. 


Among eriſipelatous inflammations, ſuch 
as tend to a phlegmon, or gangrene, may be 
moſt eaſily diſtinguiſhed, being limited to a

maſs of blood. This fear, which the ene-

Our remedy (the reſolving powers of which

From what has been already faid, it is evi-

In the Medicinal Journal of June 1738, 
there is an intereſting letter, addreſſed to 
Mr. Vaudermonde by Mr. Boucher, a cele- 
brated phyſician of Liſle in Flanders, who, 
after having unſucceſsfully tried all kinds of 
medicines. to ſubdue a putrid quinſey, which 
depopulated the environs of that city, deter- 
mined at laſt to make uſe of the ſalt of Lead 
in one of theſe caſes, which he had under his 
inſpection.

It is eſſentially neceſſary to remark the na- 
ture and extent of the parts of the body 
which have ſuffered from fire; for it is evi 
dent that the danger is more or leſs great 
according to the flructure and uſe of the parts 
burned, and the more or leſs {pace ſuch pen 
occupy. The tempera-nent and conſlitu ion 
of the patient ought allo to weigh with us, in 
forming our opinion of thoſe dileaſes.

THERE are few ſu'jefts in ſurgery 


which merit more attention than ſuch as treat 


of gun-ſhot wounds By thele wounds are 
underſtood ſuch. as are made by a ball, or 


any other hard body, forced from the cavity

of fire arms by the ex ploſion of gun- powder. 
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The bad effects of wounds from fire- arms 
may be conſidered in three different points of 
view. 1. If any part of our body is injured 
by an exploſion of powder, nothing but a 
burn will enſue, which will be more or leſs 
violent, according to the quantity of powder 
exploded, the force with which it has ſtruck 
and penetrated the parts, and the extent and 
nature of the parts burnt. 2 Balls, or any 
other body, ſent out of fire-arms, do not al- 
ways cauſe wounds, but ſometimes only 
contuſions, which are in general much to be 
feared, whether they are con':dered only in 
themſelves, or with reſpect to the ſhock and 
commotion, which are often communicated 
from the contuſed part to the whole frame. 

. The violence with which fire-arms expel 
the ſolid bodies pent up in them, may enable 
us eaſily to comprehend why the wounds 
which follow them are ſo frequent. A view 
alone of theſe wounds 1s furncient to prove 
how dangerous they are in their nature: their 
lips and ſurface are not ſmooth and uniform, 
as in thoſe made by a ſharp inſtrument, bu: 
the fleſh is bruiſed, unequally tore, and 
Jagged. Put it would detain us from our 
preſent ſubject, to give a long detail of the 
difference, ſymptoms, complications, and ct: 
fects of theſe diſeaſes. 


Now it is very certain, that nothing is lels 


fixed, or more undecided, than the methods 


which have been and are now uſed in the 


treatment of gun-ſhot wounds, Oy as 
1. 
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Mr. Ranby, an Engliſh ſurgeon, recommend 
ſoftening with oil the firſt dreſſing; others, 
which is much the ſame, uſe emollient ca- 
taplaſms. This is the general method, when 
they are attended with inflammation. Some 
make uſe of aromatic wine, when there is a 
contuſion and tumour : a practice which ſuf- 
ficiently agrees with the indication which 
ought to. be fulfilled. Others, again, make 
uſe of ſpirituous medicines, which may be 
of ſervice when mixed with other ingredi- 
ents; but which, I believe, are always inju- 
rious when applied alone, even in caſe of, a 
mortificat ion. 

would not have ſpoken ſo deciſively 
againſt the bad conlequerces of the common 
practices of treating this ſpecies of wounds, 
had 1 not been well convinced of them. It 
is one of the moſt intereſti g points in ſur— 
gery, which we ſhould by no means over- 
look, by ſuffering ourſelves to be mitted b 
former practice, inſtead of conudering how 
to Improve upon it. 
The infallibility of the good effects of the 
Extract of Saturn will ſecure the practitioner, 
who (hal. preſcribe it in the treatment of gun- 
hot wounds, from the errors which attend 
the other methods hith:rto adopted on the

The Suppuration of every part is generally 
preceded by a greater or lels degree of in- 
flammation; and by this, chiefly, is a judge 
ment to be formed of the violence of the 
Suppuration. 

Although it has been ſaid, with a great 
deal of reaſon, that Suppuration 1s the work 
of Nature, it is not leſs true, that it may be 
retarded or promoted by art, according to 
the choice which 1s made of the medicines 
proper for the occaſion. This choice is not 
ſo indifferent as is generally imagined, and 
often gives riſe to many inconveniences, 
This ſubject being lo very important, re- 
quires our particular attention. 

i-mollients, on which we ſufficiently dwel- 
led in {peaking of Inflammations, are adopted 
by practitioners with at leali equal inconveni- 
ences, in the greater pa t of threatened >up- 
purations. I hey tread the beaten path, from 
which they think 1t unſafe to depart ; but a 
cloler examination wil: prove to us the inſuf- 
hctency and the danger of theſe emollient ap- 
plications, in the caſe now before us. 


But to attempt to perſuade the generality 


ok Curgeons not to overwhelm, if 1 may ſo 


ſpeak, an inflamed part, which tends to up- 
Durati en, with relaxing and ripening cata- 
plaſms, is to ſpeak a language entirely con- 
trary to their ideas. But what will they ſay, 


if 
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if I demonſtrate to them, that without any 
opening, the purulent matter confined in the 


abſceſs may be carried off by reſolution and 


tranſudation; I do not heſitate to publiſh 
theſe facts, though in appearance very ſur. 
priſing, becauſe they are confirmed by in- 
numerable exp:riments. It may therefore 
be looked upon as a truth, that the Extract 
of Saturn, applied in its different forms on 
the ſuppurated part, penetrates to the mat- 
ter, and by a very ſingular action cauſes, 
through the pores of the ſkin a diſcharge of 
pus, which is found upon the different drel- 
fings; by which means, without coming to 
any operation, the ſaid pus is by degrees dif- 
perſed, and the patient perfectly cured. No 
other reaſon can be given for this phænome- 
non, than by admitting the metallic particles 
to have a peculiar power of dilating the pores 
of the ſolid parts which ſurround the mat— 
ter, and ſo far attack and attenuate it, as to 
render it capable of paſſing through thele 
pores. A point of this importance requires 
ſome attention in reiterating the experiments,

bloody and corroſive ſuppurations ; I cannot 
think any other remedy can with equal ſuc- 
ceſs be applied to the cure of old ulcers. 1 
dreſs with the ointment I have already men- 
tioned, taking care to waſh the ulcer with 
the Vegeto-mineral Water a little warm, with 
which the pledgets and compreſles are to be 
wetted, and to moiſten every hour the ban- 
dages with the ſaid water.

ſuaded, that but a very little of the offenſive 


and corroſive matter muſt produce the worſt 
effects. But the reproaches which theſe re- 


medies we have been ſpeaking of ſo juſtly 
merit, cannot be given to our metallic one.

Communicated by Mr. EsPIN As. 


Mx. DURAND, a cutler of this town, went 
to Mr. Eſpinas, a pupil of mine, to aſſuage the 
violent pains of an ulcer, which extended from the 
middle of his leg to the lower part of the mallco- 
Ius internus; an inſupportable cadaverous ftench 
iſſued from it, and the edges were hard, callous, 
and turned back; the whole was of a livid colour, 
bordered upon black : the patient had been trou- 
bled with it for forty years, during which time 
many ſurgeons had undertaken the cure. The vio- 
lence of the pain did not ſuffer him to enjoy any 
eaſe day or night; he was incapable of any exer- 
ciſe, and never quitted his bed, but to be carried 
into his chair, Mr, Eſpinas, who had daily 
been a witneſs of the good effects of our remedy, 
in the Military Hoſpital, did not heſitate to make 
nſe of it.

- Theſe ulcers were of the moſt malignant kind, 
with very callous edges; and the ſuppuration was 
of ſo bad a quality, that it corroded all the neigh- 
bouring parts: that on the leg had deſtroyed part 
of the muſculi gemini; and the one on the hand, 
the muſculi interoſſei. The matter had penetrated 
through the hand; the flexor tendons of the fingers 
were laid bare; the patient ſuffered excruciating 
pains; and the whole was horrible to the eye. 
He told us, that ſuch had been his ſituation for 
two years paſt, which gave reaſon to ſuſpeCt that 
it proceeded from a ſcrophulous habit of body: 
many ſurgeons had undertaken his cure; and his 
pittance being ſpent in ſearch of it, he reſolved to 
get into the Hoſpital, 

I ordered him to be dreſſed according to my 
nſual method: the ulcer was injected with our 
liquor, and the pledgets covered with the Cerate ; 
the compreſles, dipped in the Vegeto-mineral 
Water, were often moiſtened, and the dreſſings 
conſtantly changed twice a-day. In eight days

T is a received opinion among Phyſicians 
and Surgeons, that external applic ations 

are uleleſs, and generally dangerous, in the 
treatment of cancerous tumours. This opi- 
nion is adopted by practitioners of the higheſt 
reputation. Mr. Van Swieten, in his Com- 
mentaries on the Aphoriſms of Boerhaave, 
declares himſelf of Hildanus's opinion, whoſe 
Obſervations prove, that plaiſters of muci- 
lage and melilot, mild as they are, augment 
the redneſs and pain of a Cancer, as often as 
applied. This Obſervation, ſays the illuſtri- 
ous Commentator, juſtifies the Aphoriſm of 
Hippocrates, who teaches us not to attempt 
the cure of occult Cancers, We likewile 
find in Hildanus, and in other Obſervations, 
a number of examples which confirm the 
truth of Hippocrates's opinion, 

This opinion, fo univerſally adopted, is the 
cauſe of theſe unhappy ſufferers being left a 
ſacrifice to the moſt horrible pains, w -hich no 
medicine can calm, and which frequently 
conduct them to their graves, From hence 

one 
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one may judge of what importance it would 
be to diſcover a medicine, capable not only 
of relieving, but even of curing this other- 
wiſe invincible and cruel diſorder. Now I 
have the comfort to think, that I have dif. 
covered ſuch a medicine 1a the Extract of 
Saturn, applied in the different forms which 
are ſpeciged in the following Obſervations. 
The effects which I have ſeen, and thoſe 
winch my Brethren have experienced, entitle 
me to affirm it; and I beg thoſe of the Pro- 
feſſion to examine its effects without pre— 
judice.

A SOLDIER, of the regiment of Burgundy, 
came to the Hotel Dieu at Montpellier, afflicted 
with a hard inflammatory tumour on the poſterior 
and lower part of the right thigh; it extended 
three or four fingers breadth above the ham, and 
about an inch below it. The ſurgeon of the ward 
examined the tumour, and ſeeing it did not tend 
to reſolution, he applied a cataplaſm of bread and 
water. This was continued for four days without 
any viſible alteration, as it neither diſperſed, nor 
looked as if it would come to ſuppuration: on the 
contrary, it rather ſeemed to grow harder, which 
determined him to apply reſolvents. He then or- 
dered a plaiſter of Vigo, mucilage and diabotanum, . 


This 
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This was continued for eight days without any di- 
minution of the tumour, which he likewiſe pumped 
with bran-water : but all was ineffectual. A cata- 
plaſm was then applied of bread and Vegeto- mineral 
Water, which had ſo good an effect, that in a 
weck's time the tumour was ſo far diſperſed, that 
there was not the leaſt mark of it remaining.

In the courſe 
of a long practice, I have always experienced 
it to be effectual in caſes where this fluid 
was thickened, whether in the joints or in- 
volucra of the tendons, even when the ſharp- 
nels of the humour had occaſioned gouty 
ſwellings. However, what I have advanced 
is not grounded on my own Obſervations 
only, but on thoſe of many practitioners; as 
will afterwards appear.

relieve him; he then went to his father's houſe, 
when his pains, during the winter, returned upon 
him with double violence. This determined him 
to have recourſe in the ſpring to the ſaid waters; 
but they only ſerved to add to his ſufferings ; upon 
which he was carried to Montpellier in the yer 
1749. A conſultation was there held of Mel- 
ſieurs Lazermés and Serane, phyſicians, and Mr, 
Lamorier, my confrere, and myſelf, The follow- 
ing is an account of his ſituation : When he lay 
down, the diſeaſed thigh was longer than the 
other; it was continually bent, and could by no 
means be moved, without cauſing great pains in 
the flexor muſcles. The part was cold, and it was 
with difficulty that any warmth could be com- 
municated to it, The patient could not move it 
without afliſtance, and even then felt excruciating 
pains both in that part and the leg; he was unable

We conſulted what was beſt to be done for him 
in this fituation : all preſent declared him inch. 
rable; notwithſtanding, it was vaguely propose 
that he might try the baths of Balaruc : he was at- 
tended by a ſurgeon of his own ; who deſpaires, 
like the reſt, of his recovery. Upon this, I pro-

OBSERVATION X. 


Communicated, 


Maname DE LA GOMERCINT, a Genoeſe 
lady, had been troubled from her childhood with 
a relaxation of the capſular ligaments of her left 
thigh, The diforder had been increafing for fif— 
teen years paſt; and ſo much ſo, that the motion 
of the part was inſenſibly leſſened. The weaknels 
was ſo great, that ſhe was unable to ſupport her- 
ſelf; as the likewiſe was either to walk, fit down, 
or get up without aſſiſtance. Though the diſor— 
der had originally been of a long ſtanding, it was 
only for the fix or ſeven Jaſt years that it had made 
any conſiderable progreſs, When I had the ho- 
nour of attending her, in company with two Ge- 
noeſe phyſicians, I found her pains exceſſive, and 
the whole thigh conſiderably emaciated, For many 
years paſt, this lady had conſulted the moſt emi- 
nent of the Faculty, in different parts of the world, 
had made trials of various baths, and of many other 
remedies, without finding advantege from any. 
Having carefully examined the part, I found, that 
the head of the femur was diſplaced, and lodged 
upon the muſcles of the buttock, which made that 
limb ſhorter than the other by about four fingers 


breadth, I concluded, after having examined the 
| oric\- 
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grievance, that by a relaxation of the ligaments of 
the part, the muſcle of the buttock had contracted 
and drawn the head of the femur from its cavity 
upwards ; and that this, by preſſing on the poſte- 
rior ſciatique nerve, gave riſe to the pains my pa- 
tient felt. My opinion was, that ſhe muſt inevit- 
ably remain a cripple, and that the limb would at 
laſt wither away; and, in fine, that the only me- 
thod remaining to give her eaſe, would be to re- 
place the head of the femur in its acetabulum : To 
effect which, I took the following method: 
ordered two jugs to be filled with the Vegeto- 
mineral Water warm: one affiſtant held the 
trunk, another the lower part of the limb, who 
cently moved it backwards and forwards ; in the 
mean time, a third poured from the jug the Vegeto- 
mincral Water upon the part, whilſt a fourth was 
employed in rubbing it. It was not long before 
the lady found the good effects of this operation. 
The head of the bone was ſoon brought upon a 
level with its cavity, and in leſs than fifteen days 
re-cntcred it. My patient was then able to ſupport 
herſelf, and walk, I took care to apply one of my 
daturnine plaiſters to the grievance, and a bandage 
upon that, This lady perſevered in the uſe of my 
remedies for above two years, after the bone had 
been replaced. Though I have not ſeen her for 
a confiderable time, I am well aflured that her 
cure has been compleat; ſeldom a year paſſes, 
without my hearing of her; and I am informed 


that ſhe finds not the leaſt bad effects from her old 
complaint.

Upon 
examining the grievance, I found there was only a 
ſimple contuſion of the ligaments ; notwithſtand- 
ing which the lady was very lame after her fall; 
but the application of my remedies ſoon caſed her 
pains, and prevented any farther relaxation of the

A SAXON nobleman had a fall, which cauſcd 
a luxation of the radius, attended with a confider- 
able contuſion of the adjacent parts. He was at- 
tended for ſome time by many eminent ſurgeons; 
but finding he had loſt the uſe of the arm, he did 
me the hononr to write to me from Bourdeaux for 
my advice, which I ſent him, with my Extract of 
Saturn, and the receipt for making my Pomatum 
with ſoap. Mr. Giraud, an able ſurgeon of Agen, 
informed me, that he had ſeen this gentleman at 
Bareges ; and had learned from him, that my me- 
dicine had done him great ſervice : this account 
the above gentleman confirmed to me in perſon, on 
his road to Montpellier. 


OBSERVATION XIII. 


DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I afliſted at 3 
conſultation with Doctor Balby, and another of 
the Faculty, at the convent of Portonia, which was 
heid on Madame Morande's account, one of the 
Religious. This lady had the tendons of her hand 
ſo contracted, that it had been cloſed up and mo- 
tionleſs for ſix years paſt. She informed us that 
ſhe had in vain applied various remedics which had 
been preſcribed to her by the moſt ſkilful of the 
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her complaint. She ſaid ſhe could contribute it to 
nothing but to her employment for many years, 
of cutting the portions of the Religious with a very 
large knife, I concluded from thence, that the 
little ſynovial glands which are ſeated in the ſheaths 
of the tendons, had been injured by this work; 
and that the ſynovia being inſpiſſated and dried up, 
had cauſed the contraction of the tendons, and 
conſequently the 2 of the fingers. I was 
determined to make uſe of my preparations with 
the Extract of Saturn; and this the more willingly, 
as I had learned, by experience, how very proper 
this metallic remedy was to reſolve the inſpiſſated 
juices, which choak up the veſſels, and even the 
ſynovia in the articulations; as likewiſe to reſtore 
weak parts to their proper tone; eſpecially when 
loſt by an accident.

A DAUGHTER of one Ayrel, a ſhocmaker, 
of about eleven years of age, had her right thigh 
ſo contracted, that if any one offered to move it, 
however gently, ſhe ſuffered intolerable pains : in 
this ſituation ſhe had remained for three months, 
and many remedies had been applied without ſuc- 
ceſs. She was at laſt brought to me. I thought 
that the pumping of the 8 Water 
upon the part might be of great uſe to her: nor 
was I deceived in my conjectures; for by follow- 
ing my advice ſhe found eaſe in leſs than two days;

HEN the bone is luxated or diſplaced 

| by a relaxation of the ligaments from 

the internal cauſe, the cure is very difficult. 
When the ligaments have once loſt their tone, 
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from their own diſpoſition, and partly from 


the weight of the limb, and contraction of 
the muſcles of the part affected; aud if the 
bone is not confined in its place by a ban- 
dage, the cavities of the joints are filled with 
ſynovia, which 1s accumulated and thickened 
to ſuch a degree, that it will be a difficult 
matter to replace the ſaid bone. 

Mr. Petit, in his excellent Treatiſe on the 
Diſeaſes of the bones, takes notice, that an 
incompleat luxation ſeldom happens to the 
articulation of the knee; and this 1s true, 
becauſe a round extremity, covered with a 
poliſhed and ſmooth cartilage, and oiled with 
its proper fluid, cannot remain long upon 
the edge of its ſocket. The head of a bone 
thus circumſtanced, when driven to the edge 
by any external violence, muſt either fall 
out or return into its ſocket. Thus, either 
there will be no luxations, or it will be com- 
pleat ; which 1s far from being the caſe of 
ſuch joints of the human body as are formed 
like a hinge. 

It 1s nevertheleſs true, that the bones of 
the joint of the knee are ſometimes diſlocated 
by external cauſes in an incompleat manner ; 
but this never happens immediately, or at 
the moment in which we fall, or receive a 
blow : it can only happen in caſes of fails, or 
uncommon exertions, which particularly af— 
ict the ligaments that are ſtrained and 
bruiſed; and diſpoſed to relaxation. The 
bone not being fixed exactly in its ſocket, 
the 
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the fluid gathers, and thickens by degrees; 


the relaxation increaſes, the extremity of the 
bone firſt loſes ground, and then is forced 
uite out of its ſocket, 

Theſe kinds of luxations are generally ne. 
glected, and looked upon incurable ; they are 
o in effect, from a want of proper applica- 
tions. Now this would not be the cafe, we:e 
they conſidered in the light of real ruptures, 
that is to ſay, they require the ſame atten- 
tion, and the relaxation of the ligaments is 
to be prevented by a bandage, proper ap- 
plications, and perfect reſt, to give thele liga- 
ments time to recover their tone ; the part 
affected will otherwiſe waſte, it will be 
{ſtretched or lengthened by its own weight, 
and at laſt the cavity of the joint will be 
filled with lynovia, which muſt neceſſarih 
force the head of the bone quite out of its 
ſocket, and give rile to a compleat luxation. 

When we would remedy luxations of this 
kind, two things deſerve our particular at- 
tention : firſt, by extention and counter-ex- 
tention, we mult gently reitore the bone to 
its place; ſecondly, we mult fix it there by 
a proper bandage. With regard to external 
applications, I am not alraid to aſſert. that 
no baths, no pumpings are equal in char 
ſalutary effects to ſuch as are produced by 
our metallic fluid, mixed with common 
water, to which is added a little brandy: 


the elficacy of this fluid is ſeconded by the 
ap- 
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application of the Saturnine plaiſter, made 
as directed in the formulæ. 

When the head of the bone has been con- 
ducted into its cavity, we ſhould be careful 
to give frequent but gentle motion to the 
Joint : this motion, often repeated during the 
pumping, and aſſiſted by the action of our 
remedy, produces ſurpriſing effects; and 1 
can venture to ſay, that it is particularly effi- 
cacious in acting upon the redundant fluid, 
when thickened in any cavity, or the ſheaths 
of the tendons, which is the caſe in anchye 
loſes. | 

In luxations where the ligaments are much 
injured, great care muſt be taken not to 
harraſs the part too much after the bone is 
replaced. The gentleman who makes the 
ſubje& of the Ninth Obſervation, would have 
had nothing to fear from a relapſe, if he had 
not indulged himſelf in violent exerciſes, ſuch 


as hunting, dancing, and other movements 


unfavourable to the recovery of the tone of 
the articular ligaments: he ſhould have al- 
lowed more time to the bathing with the 
Vegeto-mineral Water, and to the uſe of the 
Saturnine plaiſter. 

When people advanced in years have the 
misfortune to fall, the conſequences are 
dreadful. As often as the ligaments of the 
joints are affected, the diſeaſe is generally too 
violent to be compleatly cured. But even

We ſhall not enter into a detail of the diſ- 
tant cauſes that produce Rheumatic Pains ; 
their cauſes are innumerable : we will only 
obſerve, that in the Army, whole intereſt and 
advantage we always have in view, theſe dil- 
eaſes are often occalicned by a bad regimen 3; 
by cold and damps, to which the ſoldiers 
are often expoſed ; by too free an indulgence 
in the uſe of brandy and other ſpirituous 
liquors, &c. But let the caule of Rheu- 
matic Pains be what it will, they are never 
produced but when the ſerum has contracted 
a certain thickneſs or ſharpneſs, or both the 
one and the other of theſe cauſes ; which, 
when confidered ſeparately, or in a ſtate of 
combination, occaſion, 1. A ſlowneſs in the 
circulation of the lymph, which moiſtens 
the texture of the muſcles, and their ex- 
ternal teguments. 2. More or leſs conſi- 
derable obſtructions in the lymphatic veſſels 
of thele parts. 3. Irritations and vellica- 
tions of the nervous fibres which enter their 
compoſitions, 4. Laſtly, the other effects 
which accompany or follow the above mor- 
bic changes. 

Practice informs us, that there are Rheu- 
matic pains exceedingly obſtinate; amongſt 
which, thoſe rheumatiſms that are gouty 
or venereal are ſometimes ranked. Some- 
mes we alſo meet with infinite difficulties 
in the cure of ſimple rheumatiſms; but 
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this is ſeldom the caſe, except they attack 
bodies where the maſs of humours, and ebe. 
cially the Iymphatic parts, are vitiated with 
a remarkable acrimony, joined to an inſur. 
mountable viſcolity. 

It is pretended that the perioſteum is 
ſometimes the ſeat of this diſeaſe; nor is 
this improbable, ſeeing it is charged with 
ſuch a number of lymphatic veſſels : but we 
muſt take care not to confound the Rheu— 
matic Pains which are attriguted to an injury 
of the perioſteum, with thoſe pains that at- 
tack the interior texture of the mulcles, and 
are felt very deep. 

In phyfic and ſurgery, diſeaſes to which 
the leaſt attention is paid, and where the 
treatment appears the leaſt intereſting, be. 
come often in the end the moſt incurable 
evils, and baffle all the knowledge of the 
greateſt practitioners. This is often the 
caſe in Rheumatiſms negleQed at firſt, or 
ill treated; they often become inveterate, 
and laſt not for years only, - but for lite; 
allowing the patient ſome intervals of eaſe, 
but returning periodically with more or lels 
violence. | 

The conduct of wiſe and prudent practi- 
tioners does not expoſe their patients to the 
like inconveniences; for after having em- 
ployed proper remedies, ſuch as bleeding, 
purging, and cooling draughts, &c. they 
preſcribe a long courſe of ſweeteners, and 
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great eaſe in theſe pains, eſpecially if the 
patients conſtantly lead a regular life. Bath- 
ing and pumping with certain mineral waters 
often effect cures of rheumatic complaints, 
which had been proof many years againſt 
all kinds of internal medicines. The me- 
dicinal particles of theſe waters are intro- 
duced into the pores of the 1{kin, eſpecially 
if their paſſage is facilitated by frictions or 
pumpings ; they penetrate even to the ob- 
ſtructed lymphatic veſſels, where they atte- 
nuate and divide the viſcous fluid that ex- 
cites the Rheumatic Pains ; this lymph having 
thus recovered its natural fluidity, takes 
the ordinary courſe of circulation. And as 
the acrimony of this humour had been en- 
tirely deſtroyed, or very much diminiſhed 
by the antecedent uſe of {weeteners, the two 
vices which conſtitute rheumatic complaints 
are deſtroyed ; and from hence may be dated 
a radical cure; which indeed may be effected 
by any other medicine, either internal or 
external, which by its penetrating quality 
will deſtroy viſcidity, and by its ſweetening 
quality blunt the acrimony and ſharpneſs of 
the lymph. 

It would be wandering from our ſubject 
to enlarge upon the manner in which mi— 
neral waters act in the cure of Rheumatiſms ; 
let us fix our attention only upon the ar- 
Ulicial mineral water, which is employed with 
lo much ſucceſs in the treatment of theſe 
diſorders; I mean the Vegeto-mineral Weary

that contains particles of lead, which by 
their fineneſs, pliability, and volume, ope- 
rate with ſuch ſucceſs in the reſolution of 
tumefaction in the lymphatic veſlels, of which 
we are now ſpeaking. What I here mention 
is not an idle theory, but a rule of practice, 
of which I have frequently experienced the 
advantages. I can then conſidently affirm, 
that I have often emp'oyed the Vegeto-mineral 
Water againſt Rheumatic Pains, in lotions, 
pumpings and baths ; and fo far from having 
{cen any bad effects from it, l have conſtant- 
ly met with the greateſt ſucceſs, conjointly 
with other practitioners, who have made the 
hike trials. 

The argument formed againſt our remedy, 
and founded on the accidents that happen 
to perſons employed in lead mines, may 
therefore be dropped. The analogy cannot

The ſoldiers afflicted 
with theſe complaints, when brought to the 
hoſpital, find no ſpecific remedy, and are 
obliged to wait the ſeaſons for bathing in 
mineral waters, which often prove lels ef- 
fectual than the remedy I propoſe, It may 
be objected, that the hoſpital muſt be at a 
great expence 1n procuring the apparatus for 
bathing: but to this I anſwer, that the ap- 
paratus is unneceſſary, ſeeing it is ſuffici- 
ent to rub the parts affected with warm 
Vegeto-mineral water, and afterwards to 
cover them with warm linen to effect a cure, 
at leaſt very often, of the moſt acute Rheu- 
matilms, eſpecially when they proceed from 
an external cauſe, as from cold, rain, moiſ- 
lure, &c. 

The title of this Chapter has already in- 
mated, that the Extract of Saturn is alſo 
eficacious in periodical pains that attack 
the Joints, and are termed gouty, | he 
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ſynovia being too thick and ſharp, when ac. 
cumulated either in the cavity of the joints, 
or in the glands that are diſperſed in the 


capſular and articular ligaments, excites | 


cruel pains of the gout, which laudanum it. 
ſelf cannot relieve. The Extract of Saturn, 
by its ſearching, diſperſing, and anodine qua- 
lity, anſwers the different indications which 
the treatment of theſe pains requires; that 
is to ſay, by relaxing the fibres, which are 
over ſtretched, it calms the pains; and by 
diſperſing the ſynovia, it extirpates the very 
root of the evil. Nevertheleſs, let it not be 
imagined from what I have ſaid upon the 
ſubject, that I mean to recommend the Ex- 
tract of Saturn as a ſpecific in the gout ; but 
it is very certain, that gouty people may 
find in this remedy an alleviation of pain, 
and a relief which they cannot hope to re- 
ceive from any others. 


OBSERVATION. 
A POOR LAD, after a long impriſonment, 


was ſeized with ſo violent a Rheumatic Pain in bis 
left arm, that it appeared paralytic: every remedy 
that could be thought of was uſed for three months 
ſucceſſively. The intendant's lady ſent for me, and 
deſired ] would attend him. I ordered his arm to 
be rubbed with the Vegeto-mineral Water warm;

and conſtitution of the patient. If thele 
precautions are taken, we need be under no 
apprehenſion for the events, but may reſt 
in the greateſt ſecurity : for T dare advance, 
upon the foundation of a long experience, 
that the ſame ſucceſs follows'this treatment 
of the moſt inveterate and envenomed Tet- 
ters, as does that of the moſt confirmed pox 
when it has been methodically treated : that 
is to ſay, when frictions have been preceded 
by proper preparations. | . 

As often as we dreſs the patients with 
our metallic remedy, the eruption becomes 
more viſible, We conclude that this matte! 
is dried up in certain places of the part af- 
feed, eſpecially when the Tetter is cruſted 
or ulcerated, if a fine red ſkin is drawn oel 
the healed part, while the neighbourmg 
places continue to yield a thin yellow hu. 
mour, which never ceaſes to run till it !“ 
entirely exhauſted: this humour is leſs ſen· 


ſible, when the Tetters have a white _ 5 
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Tetters are in general very troubleſome, 
either from the infupportable itchings that 
they occaſion, or from an acrimonious ſup- 
puration. Thoſe who are afflicted with this 
diſeaſe, are much inclined to ſcratch, which 
ſo irritates and inflames the ſkin as to pro- 
duce reftleſs nights: ſometimes, again, the 
parts inflame, ſuppurate, and ulcerate ; and. 
it is not at all uncommon to ſee theſe ulcers 
become habitual, for the want of proper re- 
medies to calm the irritations, and blunt the 
acrimony of the purulent matter that runs 
from them. 

The variety of external applications in the 
treatment of Tetters is almoſt infinite: but 
| am not afraid to aſſert, that many are 
uſeleſs, and others dangerous. To be con- 
vinced of this, it 1s ſufficient to perule the 
works of practitioners who have treated of 
ſurgery, and particularly the Treatiſe of Tur- 
ner, who is the beſt writer upon the diſeaſes 
of the ſkin. This author preſcribes a number 
of remedies ; but there is not one upon which 
we can depend for a radical cure of Tetters ; 
while it would be extremely dangerous to 
make uſe of many which he has recommend- 
ed: ſuch are thoſe which are compounded 
of vitriol, alum, lime, the ſublimate in pow- 
dor, mercury, verdigriſe, white precipitate, 
red precipitate, and a number of other in- 
gredients, of which the action was never 
vell aſcertained, and always to be ſuſpected. 


The conclufion to be drawn from the above 
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detail is this: That it is a matter of great 


importance to have diſcovered a ſpecific re- 
medy for the cure of Tetters, which are often 
attended with the moſt fatal conſequences, 
from the application of the common pre- 
ſcriptions. 

But to conform to the order which I have 
hitherto followed, I ſhall finiſh this Chapter 
with ſome Obſervations. 


OBSERVATION I.

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The Itch is generally divided into two 


kinds; one is called the dry or canine, the 


other the moiſt Itch; but theſe two may. be 
ſubdivided into four other kinds, which de- 


ſerve the particular attention of a judicious 


pratitioner. To follow this ſubdiviſion, in- 
dicated by Mr. Raimond, in his Treatiſe upon 
Diſeaſes that are dangerous to cure, we will 
conſider the Itch under four different points 
of view: as, critical, ſpontaneous, ſymptomatic, 
and communicated. Ihe firſt is the termina- 
tion of an acute or chronical diſeaſe, when 
the matter is depoſited on the ſurface of the 
body. The ſecond appears of itſelf, and is 
not preceded by any illneſs, but is produced 
by a thickneſs and acrimony of humours con- 
trated by a groſs unhealthy diet, and a re- 
ſpiration of a moiſt and foul air; it princi- 
pally attacks ſea-faring people. The third 1s 
an effect or ſympton of another diſeaſe, as 
venereal complain:s, jaundice, ſcurvy, &c. 
The fourth 1s acquired by touching and dwel- 
ling with thoſe who have the Itch. 

I ſaid above, that the different kinds of 
Itch, of which I have given a ſhort account, 
may be moiſt or dry. The dry Itch is dil- 
tinguiſhed by ſmall and almoſt imperceptible 
pimples, and a very troubleſome itching, 
that obliges the patients to ſcratch, whether 
they will or not. The moiſt, or the great 


Itch, is generally marked by more conſider- 


able puſtules, even often greater than are 
thoſe of the finall-pox : theſe puſtules are 


COm—- 
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commonly filled with matter, and cauſe les 
itching than 1s felt in the dry or canine Itch, 

There is yet another ſpecies of the Itch, 
which I have often obſerved : this is a com. 
bination of the moiſt Itch and ulcerated and 
cruſted Tetters. It ſhews itſelf in blotches, 
as large as the palm of the hand, on the arms, 
legs, and ſometimes alſo on other parts of 
the body. | 

1 he feat of the Itch is commonly faid to 
be in the glands of the texture of the ſkin, 
Mr. Raimond 1s not at all of that opinion; 
he thinks that the ſeat of this diſorder is in 
the nipples, or nervous pyramides, that form 
the organ of touch. But neither does his 
{yſtem appear ſufficiently clear, nor his opi- 
nion probable. 

It will eaſily be perceived, that the prog- 
noſtic of this diſeaſe muſt vary according to 
the different kinds we have juſt enumerated, 
The critical terminates a diſeaſe, when the 
morbid matter is entirely depoſited upon the 
ſkin, and then does not require any pati!- 
cular treatment. The third kind mult be 
ranked among the diſeaſes of which it 1s 2 
complication ; and with regard to the two 
others, that is to ſay, the ſpontaneous Itch, 
and that contracted by contagion, we can 
aſſert, that they are not all dangerous of 
themſelves, but that this 'may become vel) 
much ſo, if the matter is imprudently le 
pelled: and this is confirmed by many ob- 


ſervations collected by authors, and * 
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farly by Mr. Raimond. It is pretended that 


in ſome countries, as in Brittany, the Itch 
is endetnical ; and there we are aſſured, that 
z number of people retain, during their whole 
lives, the leaven of this diſorder, which ſhews 
itſelf in puſtules, that return and diſappear 
at different ſeaſons of the year. 

We come now to the cure, which varies 
equally with the prognoſtic, according to 
the particular nature of the Itch. Of the 
four kinds taken notice of by Mr. Raimond, 
there is not one with which our remedy does 
not very well agree; ſeeing it invariably pro- 
duces the ſame effect, in multiplying the itchy 
eruptions, and conſequently cleanſing the 
maſs of blood. However, we ſhall ſpeak more 
particularly of that Itch which is formed by 
the habit, and of that which is contracted by 
contact with thoſe infected with it, as theſe 
more frequently occur in practice, 

Few diſeaſes have had more remedies pre- 
ſcribed for them; but Turner's Treatiſe on 
Cutaneous Diſorders preſents us with a mul- 
tiplicity of applications, which are not eaſily 
enumerated, and from which the moſt ſan- 
guine practitioners promiſe a dubious ſuc- 
cels, Authors of this claſs muſt have hoped 
to promote the intereſts of mankind. How- 
ever, | ſhall make no apology for affirming, 
that the ſtile and method of theſe writers 
may poſſibly be as prejudicial to young prac- 
titioners, as they are diſagreeable and irkſome 
to their readers. The only two ſpecifics for 


the 
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the Itch hitherto recommended, are ſulphur 


and mercury. But I think I may, without 
offending any one, with great truth declare, 
that I have often ſeen theſe medicines not 
only fail of ſucceſs, but produce the ver 
worſt effects in patients attacked with the 
Itch, Mercury is known to be a heating 
and ſearching remedy, which ſhould never 
be applied but 'with the greateſt precaution, 
and therefore ſhould give place to a cooler 
and ſafer treatment. With regard to ſulphur, 
my own Obſervations have convinced me, 
that is is not liable to all the exceptions which 
lie againſt mercu y. But not to inſiſt on the 
danger attending it, when not preceded by 
proper preparations, 1t muſt be allowed, that 
it 1s neither ſo agreeable nor convenient a 
medicine as one could wiſh. On the other 
hand, what we here recommend has every 
advantage that can entitle it to a preference 
to the other two: not only its effects arc 
certain, but it ſo inoffenfive, that no excep- 
tion can poſhbly be taken to the ule ot it. 
To theſe cenfiderations I muſt beg leave to 
add another, which is ſuggeſted by the na— 
ture of his Majeſty's ſervice. It 1s certain 
that the military hoſpitals will be maintained 
at a leſs expence, if my remedy be ſubllituted 
in lieu of thoſe which have hitherto been 
mentioned for the cure of the Itch. For 
though ſulphur and lard, If which the out- 
meat for the Itch is made, are not very © 


penſive ingredients to private families, le 
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the great conſumption of them in the army 
is an object which merits the attention of the 
Miniſtry ; eſpecially if it is conſidered, that 
the linen of the foldiers does not {uffer ſo 
much by the uſe of our medicine, which 
will be no inconſiderable ſaving. 

Another advantage that would reſult from 
the medicine which we propoſe, is, that the 
eyes would not ſuffer, as they frequently do, 
from the forgetfullneſs of the patients, who 
are too apt to rub them with hands that 
have been beſmeared with ſulphur. What J 
have here ſaid of the effects of my remedy is 
not exaggerated, ſeeing I can alledge in its 
favour more than 2500 Caſes, beſides the ad- 
vantageous atteſtation that has been given- 
me by Meſheurs Imbert and Fournier. This 
alone would be a ſufficient recommendation 
of it, if ignorance, ſordid envy, vile intereſt, 
and a thouſand other contemptible motives, 
did not almoſt always raiſe a clamour againſt 
the man, who preſumes to render himſelf 
uſefull to his fellow-creatures by a new diſ- 
covery, from a ſet of people, who never 
having done any thing to deſerve the atten- 
tion of the Public; ſeek to emerge from their 
obſcurity by railing at the talents of others. 
To prevent the malicious imputations of 
theſe people, the number of whom is un- 
fortunately too great, I ſhall lay before the 
reader ſuch peices, as, in the eyes of every. 
man of ſenſe, muſt fully juſtify the praiſes I 
lave beſtowed upon my remedy, lels from 

a mo- 
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a motive of vanity, of which I am not at all 
ſuſceptible, than from a view of the puble 


utility, and his Majeſty's ſervice, which are

OBSERVATION of the Surgemn-Major of 
the Hoſpital at Bethune.

medicine, ſome were cured the 6th, the 8th, and 
the toth day; none excerded the 16th. I have 
farther ob erved, that they were all cured by a co- 
pious perſpiration; and upon that account [ pre- 
ferred the adminiſtering it at night, when the pa- 
tent went to bed. For it is well known, that the 
wo kinds of Itch, both the moiſt and the dry, are 
ſeated in the glands of the texture of the ſkin, and 
that ys can more conduce to its cure than a 


copious per{piration, which is always promoted by 
lie warmth of the bed. 
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The Extract of Saturn is an active, ſearching 
medicine; whoſe fine, penetrating particles divide 
the itchy concretions, and cauſe them to tranſpire 
through the pores of the ſkin, by means of a copi- 
ous ſweat, which is brought on after every friction. 

It is finally our opinion, that this mnch approved 
remedy ſeems the moſt efficacious, and the on 
one hitherto diſcovered, that ought to be made ule 
of. Such is the reſult of the Obſervations made 
upon the effects of that remedy in the Military 
Hoſpital at Bethune.

Surgeon- Major of the Royal Hoſpital at Graveline, 
tranſmitted to the Court the 14 of April, 1757. 


UPON the Court having done me the honour 
to ſend me a letter from Mr. Goulard, ſurgeon- 
major of the Royal Hoſpital at Montpellier, in 
which the author makes public the compoſition of 


his Bougies, whoſe baſis is the Extract of Saturn, 


I carefully followed his directions with great 
ſucceſs. ä 

I was already acquainted with the virtues of the 
Vegeto-mineral Water, by having made uſe of it 
to great advantage in the cure of ulcers in the 
legs, Which prove very obſtinate in this part of the 
world. The following is the compoſition I have 
made uſe of for theſe ſeventeen years paſt ; during 
which time I have had the honour of being fur- 
geon- major of this place, 

Take four quarts of forge-water, two quarts of 
good vinegar, and two pounds of litharge of gold: 
bo the whole together down to five quarts 
Then let it ſettle, and pour the liquor into tiles 
well corked for uſe, 
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uſe this liquor, which may be called Saturnine- 
Martial Water, 1 begin by warming it, and then 
dip the compreſſes and pledgets into it, which I 
apply to the ulcers as warm as poſſible. 

In regard to the Itech, upon Mr. De Chateau- 
villars's communicating to me the contents of a 
letter from Mr. De Caumartin, on the new me- 
tiod of curing this diſeaſe, I followed the direc- 
tions, and above thirty ſoldiers of the battalion of 
Saint Lo, and as many more of Fiſher's, have 
been entirely cured, 

But, to make a farther experiment, I waſhed the 
lard with the Saturnine-martial Water, and then 
anointed the patients with it; by which means 
they were more eaſily cured. Perhaps the ferru- 
gineous parts, mixed with thoſe of the Lead, are 
better adapted for A more ſpeedily ob- 
ſtructions in the cutaneous glands.

the ſcaling off the itchy eruptions, a little 
ſea-ſalt, and allum in powder, may be added 
to the Vegeto-mineral Water, as we ſhall 
direct in the Formule. 

This method may be looked upon as the 
moſt perfe& for the cure of the Itch, and 
the moſt likely to anſwer the intentions of 
the Miniſtry ; for in caſe it is followed, it 
will not be neceſſary to ſend the ſoldiers 
to the hoſpitals, which will be a conſiderable 
ſaving to the King; ſeeing it will he ſuff. 
cient to rub the patients with the Vegeto- 
mineral Water at home. 

Our remedy has this advantage in parti. 
cular over others, that the fine particles, of 
which it is compoſed, are more eafily intro- 
duced into the ſource of the itchy leaven; 
and conſequently we ſee the eruptions en- 
creaſe from the fiſt day it is uſed, to the 
fourth or fifth day, after which they dry 
away. Mr. Imbert, Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity of Medicine, and InſpeQor of the Hol- 
pitals, appears to be convinced, by the mul. 
tiplication of the itchy eruptions, that thus 
remedy is poſſeſſed of a quality directly op- 
polite to repulſion, which has been 1njur- 
ouſly attributed to it.

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tenuates the itchy leaven; encreaſes and 
brings out the eruptions; ſometimes favours 
a gentle, and ſometimes a copious tranſpira- 
tion; but always acts with a force proper 
for diſſipating the itchy matter. More than 
2000 itchy patients having been cured by 
the effects of this application, without the 
leaſt inconvenience reſulting from it, prove 
that thoſe who met with accidents in the 
treatment of ſome others, were miſtaken in 
ſome eſſential point of the preſcription 
which I have given. This is the opinion 
we ought to entertain of the method em- 
ployed by the anonymous author of the laſt 
Obſervations tranſmitted to me by Mr. 
Chenevieres, by order of the Marquis de 
Paulmy. 

will reſt the proofs of the mild action of 
this remedy, and its diſperſing, penetrating, 
and anodine quality, upon the Obſervations 
waich have been made in the hoſpitals of 
Lille, Dunkirk, Arras, Bethune, Douai, 
and Gravelines ; and on the perfect and ra- 
dical cure of all the itchy patients on whom 
t was tried. The phyſicians and ſurgeons 
who attended them give it great commenda- 
ons. In one of theſe hoſpitals alone, it is 
hid to have retarded the cure ; but not one 
of the Obſervations upon the occaſion has 
remarked, that this remedy was ſubject to the

patients of which he has given an account, 
it ſhould have been attended with ſo many 
revolutions, ſo many abſceſſes and colics, 
and fo many other accidents, which certain] 

have nothing in common with the effects of 
our medicine, We muſt do it this juſtice, 
when we are ſupported by thouſands of facts 
againſt its repelling quality. By what lay 
of cauſes and effects ſhould this remedy 
prove ſo ſucceſsful in the cure of ſo great a 
number of itchy patients as I have attended 
fince the month of November, 17 56, and in 
the hoſpitals of Flanders, and be ſo unfavour- 
able in the ſeven caſes which the author of 
the laſt Obſervations mentions? We beg 
that the Miniſter will be ſo good as to attend 
a little to this laſt Obſervation. The con- 
ſequences drawn by the ſame Obſervator are 
apparently well grounded, though entirely 
falſe in effect, He looks upon the Extract 
of Saturn to be a dangerous medicine, and 
attributes to it all the violent accidents 
which attended ſome of his patients. I can 
only add, in oppoſition to the long detail 
he has given of them, a liſt of effectual and 
ſpeedy cures, compleated without the leaſt 
inconvenience, both in our hoſpital under 
the eyes of Mr. Imbert, our Inſpector, whoſe 
attcilation ought to be deciſive, and in 
others where it was uſed for the Itch. The 
repelling quality which the above-mentione 

author attributes to our remedy, is incom- 
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of its ſucoeſs would fill many volumes; 
ind I can ſay with great truth and ſatisfac- 
tion, that is has been the means of removing 
the prejuc ices of many celebrated phyſicians 
and ſurgeons in this Univerlity, who were 
formerly inclined to rank the Extract of Sa- 
uin among repelling medicines. In a word, 
it is the great external remedy uſed in this 
city, ſo celebrated for the art of healing, as 
well as in others, for the cure of external or 
chirurgical diſeaſes, in which repellers muſt 
be greatly hurtful; wheareas ours daily pro- 
duces ſuch effects as ſurprize the maſters of 
the art, who are not to be impoſed upon, 
and were not convinced before they law a 
thouſand proofs of its efficacy. 

The ſame author in his Obſervations, to 
decry the Extract of Saturn, has drawn an 
argument from the accidents that happen to 
the workmen in lead- mines: but though he 
agrees with the reſt of mankind, in recom- 
mending mercury as a ſpecific in the vene- 
real diſeaſe, he takes no notice of the fatal 
accidents to which the unhappy victims 
condemned to labour in the quickſilver mines 
are daily expoſed. It is neverthelels certain, 
however good their conſtitutions may be, that 
they never exceed four years, without being 
ſeized with tremblings and contractions of 
the nerves, involuntary ſpaſms of the muſ- 
cles, habitual - and often mortal palſies. 

owever, from theſe mines, whole effects 
ae ſo pernicious to ſuch as work in them,

is drawn the ſpecific for the venereal diſeaſe. 
Now is it not evident, that the accidents 
which befall the workmen employed in the 
lead and quickfilver mines, are leſs the effects 
of theſe minerals chan of the arſenical and 
heterogeneous particles that are mixed with 
them ? 

Whoever would be convinced of the ex- 
iſtence of thoſe heterogeneous ſubſtances, 
need only take mercury, as it comes out of 
the mine, and then pound it with a wooden 
peſtle in a marble mortar full of water; and 
it will be found, that a brown powder will 
be ſeperated, and fall to the bottom of the 
mortar, which will come away with the wa- 
ter, when poured off. 

Mercury, thus prepared, produces effects 
known to all the world, by curing the mot 
obſtinate venereal diſeaſes, without any lu- 
conveniencies ever reſulting from it, when 
adminiſtred by able hands. I do not exag- 
gerate, when I aſſert, that I never loi: one 
patient, amongſt the many thouſands that 
I have attended in the Royal Hoſpital and 
at home, by the bad effects of mercuty ; 
which was undoubtedly owing to the atten- 
tion I gave to the due preparation of 1t. 

Now, do not the ſalutary effects produced 
by mercury, nicely ſeperated from all hete- 
rogeneous matter, authorize us to ſay, that 
the ſame reſources may be found 1n the Pre- 
parations of Lead for other complaints. if tne 
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before it is made uſe of? Such a preparation 
is that which follows from an ebullition of 
litharge with vinegar, of which the Extract 
of Saturn is the reſult, employed under the 
diferent forms we give it; and which per- 
ſormes cures every day, which the moſt emi- 
nent of the profeſſion cannot behold without 
altoniſhment. 

It muſt be obſerved, as an eſſential cir- 
cumſtance, that the ſtrongeſt vinegar is the 
moſt proper to diſſolve the litharge; on 
which account we ſhall particularly recom- 
mend that of Rouſſillon and Languedoc. 

It is not leſs important to remark, that 
the boiling of the litharge with the vinegar 
ought to be continued an hour and a hall, 
as I have mentioned in my letter to Mr. 
De La Martiniere, dated in the year 1751; 
and likewiſe in a Memoir read the ſame 
year to the Royal Society at Montpellier. 
An ounce of the Extract of Saturn and as 
much brandy ſhould be put to a quart of 
common water, which ought to be uſed, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, two or three times a day, in. 
the appearance of the Itch, during the four 
or five firſt days: But when the eruption 
ſeems to be compleat, and tends toward a 
turn by drying away, to every quart of 
water, compoſed as above directed, ſhould 
be added an ounce of ſea-ſalt, and an ounce 
of allum in powder; which is to be uſed as 
above, It may not be improper to obſerve, 
that this addition is not abſolutely neceſſary 

H 4 for 
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for the cure of the Itch, and that it only 
ſerves to accelerate it. 

We ſhould add, that the action of our 
remedy ought to be aſſiſted by a certain de- 
gree of heat as was oblerved by the ſurgeon- 
major of the hoſpital of Bethune : and as I 
myſelf had formerly remarked to Mr. Imbert, 
Inſpector of the Hoſpitals, and other phyſi- 
cians and ſurgeons, who did me the h nour 
to follow me in my vilitss This will not 
appear ſurpriſing, if it be conſidered that the 
principal effect of our remedy conliſts in 
bringing out the itchy matter through the 
pores of the ſkin; ſo that its action ought 
naturally to be favoured by heat, to procure 
an abundant tranſpiration. 

However, I have not pretended to aſtert 
that my medicine would cure the Itch when 
combined with the venereal diſeaſe, king's 
evil, or ſcurvy, as the author of the lall 
Obſervations ſeems to inſinuate. 

No body is ignorant, that theſe diſeaſes 
require a particular method, and appropti- 
ated medicines, There is room to judge 
that this author is no practitioner, and that 
he has been betrayed by weak authorities 
into an eſteem of the remedies he propoſes. 
Can he in effect blame the Extract of Saturn, 
becauſe he believed it to be a repeller, while 
he recommends an ointment made of allum 
mixed with hog's lard ? But no body has the 
leaſt doubt of allum being an aſtringent and 


repeller, though perhaps they have doubted 
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of the method by which the Extract of Sa. 


turn has operated. Would any one now, 
with the author of theſe Obſervations, pro- 
poſe the ointment of Citrinum for the treat- 
ment of the Itch; There is nothing, in effect, 
more dangerous than the ſolution of mer- 
cury in aqua fortis, although it be mixed 
with lard, and uſed only in external appli- 
ations, The ſame muſt be ſaid of the pre- 
cipitate of mercury, of which every one 
knows the effects. 

We hope that the author of the Obſerva- 
lions will change his ſentiments upon the 
ellects of the Extract of Saturn, when he has 
examined without prejudice all that I have 
ſaid to ſubdue this error, in the courſe of 
this work. 

Laſtly, it is with the Extract of Saturn 
13 with mercury, and all other excellent re- 
medies; it muſt be uſed with judgment, to 
tender it ſerviceable: and I willingly ac- 
knowledge, that a miſapplication of it may 
be attended with danger. But I beg at the 
ſame ime, that I may be permitted to have 
recourſe to the authority of the Miniſter, to 

make the efficacy of our remedy appear in 
all the caſes for which I recommended it. 

The difference in the time of curing the 
Itch depends upon its quality, duration, 
the number of puſtules, the ſtate of the 
blood, complications, and, laſtly, the ſtate of 
the weather, 
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In general, the military aud puſtulous Itch 
are cured in a very ſhort time. 

The Itch in the beginning, where the 
eruptions are not as yet entirely manifeſted, 
requires ſome days more for a cure. 

The ſcaly Itch takes a little more time in 
the cure, becauſe it is not ſufficient to de- 
ſtroy the cauſe. But we muſt alſo attend, 
after the fall of the ſcales, to the reſtoration 
of the epidermis. 

The Itch that is at the ſame time ſcaly and 
like a Tetter, requires ſtill more days; be- 
cauſe we have not only the leaven of the 
Itch to ſubdue, but alſo that of the Tetter. 

If the venereal diſeaſe, ſcurvy, or the like 
complaint, be complicated with the Itch, this 
complication muſt be attended to, and muli 
direct us in the method of cure. 

When the blood of thoſe in the Itch is ex- 
tremely heated, ſizy, and acrimonious, we 
muſt be very liberal in the uſe of ſweeteners, 
coolers, diluters, and domeſtic baths. 

Experience has convinced us, that the 
cold weather is not at all favourable to the 
treatment of the Itch, becauſe it ſhuts up 
the pores of the ſkin, and retards conle- 
quently the tranſpiration of the itchy leaven, 
when it is attenuated in the milatary glands 
by the action of our metallic remedy. _ 

Although it may appear that patients in 
the Itch were cured at Lille, in Flanders, 
ſooner by the common method than by the 


Extratt of Saturn; yet to decide equitably 
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of their reſpective merits, it would be neceſ- 


ſary to make uſe of both methods at the 
{ame time; for the ſucceſs of the common 
method, when employed in warm weather, 
will not aſcertain its ſuperior excellence, 
when compared with our's. For it is cer- 
tain, as I have already remarked, that the 
ſealon of the year retards or favours the 
cure of the Itch, in whatever manner it is 
treated; and we may venture to ſay, that 
the experiments made with our medicine 
were neither aſſiſted by a favourable ſeaſon 
or climate ; for as the country was northerly, 
the cold muſt have been more conſiderable, 
and conſequently retard the cure, unleſs the 
rooms of the patients were carefully warmed. 
Without doubt, all theſe circumſtances were 
more favourable in the other hoſpitals, where 
the cure was effected in leſs time. 

Whatever remedies are made uſe of for the 
cure of the Itch, the ſame variations will oc- 
cur, with this difference, that by the uſe of 
our remedy the cure is ſooner compleated 
(luppoling every other circumſtance parallel); 
except when repellers are made uſe of, which, 
by driving back the itchy leaven, cauſe the 
cruptions to diſappear, and lay a foundation 
for fatal conſequences : ſuch, for example, as

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. IX. 
On Ruplures. 


F all the branches of the art, there is 

perhaps not one that has been carried 
to that degree of perfection as the treatment 
of Ruptures, and that ſo evidently demon- 
ſtrates the ſuperior excellence of modern fur. 
gery over that of the antients. I ſhall not 
enter into a detail of the different kinds of 
Ruptures, nor of their various cures. Such 
as are deſirous to perfect themſelves in the 
| knowledge of this important branch of the 
profeſſion, may conſult the different authors 
who have publiſhed very elaborate treatiſes 
on this ſubje& ; but particularly the excel- 
lent work of Mr. Arnaud, and the Memoirs 
of the Royal Academy of Surgery. I hall 
confine myſelf in this place to fome ſhot 
remarks upon external applications, the na- 
ture of the ſtrangled inteſtines, and the ope- 
ration of reducing the inteſtine. 

Belloſte is, I believe, the firſt who made 
it appear, that emollients were hurtful in 
Ruptures with ſtrangulation. He had, how- 
ever, made uſe of them for thirty years, and 
afterwards baniſhed both them and oily ap- 
plications, which he looked upon, with reaſon 


as pernicious remedies, I am of m_— 
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however, that the Vegeto-mineral Liquor, or 
oxycrate, is preferable to ice and ſnow, which 
are recommended by Belloſte. 

With regard to Ane I am per- 
ſuaded that when they begin there is no 
inflammation, and that there only then exiſts 
an inflation of that part of the gut which is 
engaged in the ring. This inflation of the 
gut is occaſioned by a rarefaction of the ſub- 
ſtances confined in this portion of the inteſ- 
tine; and which is the cauſe that the gut can- 
not be puſhed back through the opening of 
the ring, which now is become too mall. 
This cannot remain long in this ſituation, 
before the veſſels of the ſtrangled inteſtine 
ſwell, and thence follows an inflammation, I 
am not however of opinion, though it 1s ge- 
nerally ſuppoſed, that the ring, which 1s 
thought to be inflamed, contributes of itſelf 
to the ſtrangulation. I rather look upon it, 
in this caſe, as a cord upon the ſtretch, that 
is not ſuſceptible of relaxation, whatever ap- 
plications are employed to procure it. 

By what I have ſaid, it is eaſy to perceive, 
that we ought eſſentially to attend to a dimi- 
nution of the ſize of the inteſtine; ſeeing it 
is to the increaſed volume of it we are to 
attribute the impoſlibiiity of returning it into 
the abdomen. Now the remedies I have re- 
commended above, I mean the Extract of 
Saturn in Water, or oxycrate, are the moſt 
proper to anſwer this indication; and the 
ſhorteſt reflection is ſufficient to ſhew, a+ 

emol- 
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emollient, by relaxing the coats of the in- 
teſtine, cannot but render it more ſuſceptible 
of extenſion, and conſequently favour the 
ſtrangulation. | | 

The taxis, or the operation by which we 
reduce the inteſtine, is more difficult than is 
imagined ; and I have ſeldom ſeen a ſurgeon 
acquit himſelf with ſuccels, elpecially when 
it is attended with ſtrangulation. 

I ſhall now lay before the reader the man- 
rer in which I have been accuſtomed to pro- 
ceed in the reduction of the part. | 

After having placed the patient in a proper 
ſituation I put one hand under the thigh of 
the affected fide, and apply the other upon 
the tumour. Theſe two hands act in con- 
junction by gentle and eaſy movements. The 
air returns at fiiſt but in a little quantity, 
and the ſwelling decreales but inſenſibly; 
however, we muſt not be too haſty in the 
operation, as we ſhould only put the patient! 
to violent pain, without effetting a reduction 
of the parts. But as the operation, performed 
in the manner I have directed, laſts a cont 
derable time, and very much fatigues the 
ſurgeon, I am reheved occationally by al 
alliſtant, to whom I recommend ſimply te 
ſupport the parts in the ſame ſtate in which 1 
left them. When 1 have recovered mylelt 
from the fatigue, I return again to my work, 
and go on in this method till I have made the 
inteſtine recede. I can venture to lay, that 
by proceeding thus with circumſp<ction [ 
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have often ſucceeded, without giving the 
patient pain, in caſes where many others had 
failed. I refle& with. pleaſure, that I once 
gave relief to a Profeſior of Phyſic in this 


city, at a time when every one thought his 
life in danger. 


The following Obſervations will help to 


ſupport what I have advanced upon the 
ſubject. 


OBSERVATION I. 


I WAS ſent for to Nimes, in the month of 
July 1750, to ſee Mr. Teitic, Lord of Marguerite, 
aged eighty-four, who for three days paſt had a 
Rupture with ſtrangulation. The phyficians and 
ſurgeons had applied the emollient cataplaſms ge- 
nerally made uſe of on the occaſion. My firſt care 
was to attempt the reduction of the inteſtine; but 
not ſucceeding in my attempt, I replaced the for- 
mer cataplaſm, and we conſulted on the moſt ad- 
viſeable methods to be taken, to reſcue the patient 
from the imminent danger he was expoſed to. 
The gentlemen my aſſociates conſented to an ap- 
plication of vinegar and water, for want of the 
Extract of Saturn: one part of vinegar was mixed 
to three parts of water. I caufed compreſſes, d ip- 
ped in this mixture, to be applied to the tumour; 
theſe were carefully moiſtened every half hour, 
from eleven o'clock in the forenoon to ſix in the 
afternoon ; at which time the gentlemen of the con- 
ſultation returned. On removing the dreſſing, we 
found the tumour diminiſhed one half, I made a 
ſecond effort to reduce the parts, in which l ſuc- 


ceeced, The patient cried out, I AM CURED 
and he aQtually was ſo, 
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Communicated by Mr. Vivez, Maſter-Surgeon of this 
4 ihe- Franche, 


ON the 24th of April, 1758, I was ſent for to 
a man who had an inguinal Rupture, with ſtran- 
gulation, which I perceived to be only an entero. 
celle. After having tried to reduce the part with- 
out ſucceſs, by the application of the common re- 
medies, ſuch as emollient cataplaſms and fomenta- 
tions, I had at laſt recourſe to the Vegeto-mineral 
Water. The effect of it was ſuch, that in fix 
hours time the hernia receded of itſelf, and the 
patient was perfectly cured, 


OBSERVATION III. 
By the ſame. 


I WAS ſent for the 15th of July, 1759, toa 


man who had a hernia, with ſtrangulation, joined 
to a cirſocelle. Emollient cataplaſins and fomen- 
tations, domeſtic baths, and other like remedics 
generally preſcribed, had no effect. But by a 
continued application of the Vegeto-mineral Wa— 
ter for eight or ten hours, the p:rts retreated, and 
the patient found great relief from the cirlocclic 
for a long time after. 


OBSERVATION IV. 


Communicated by Mr. Stor, Surgeon to St. Elias 
Heſpital at Moni peliier.

On the Piles. 


T is well known that, the Piles are ſwel- 

lings of the veins, which ſurround the 
anus. This diſeaſe is produced by a vilci- 
dity of the blood and lymph, an obſtruc- 
tion in ſome of the inteſtines of the lower 
belly, or an irritation therein, occaſioned by 
the excrements being very hard, and of an 
acrimonious diſpoſition, 

This hardneſs is ſo conſiderable in ſume 
ſubjects, that the fœces may be conſidered, 
in the cfforts that are made to go to ſtool, 
as a ſolid wedge, which is ſtrongly puſhed 
downwards by the combined action of the 
midriff and muſcles which ſurround the ab- 
domen, and which acts with violence upon 
the ſides of the rectum, and forces into the 
hæmorrhoidal veſſels a ſuper-abundance of 
blood, which inſenſibly extends them very 
conſiderably. The Piles either appear exter- 


nally, or are confined within; which dif- 


ference has occaßoned their being called ex- 
ternal or internal. I have ſeen the laſt of an 
enormous ſize, and put the patient to as great 
pain as a woman ſuffers in labour, and that 
as often as he went to ſtool. 


DURING 
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DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I was ſent for to 


Padre Cuneo, a religious 3 and Divine to the 
Archbiſhop of that city. He had the internal Piles, 
which he was obliged to puſh out every time he 


went to ſtool; and it is difficult to expreſs what | 


he ſuffered, both when they came out and receded, 
He could never be prevailed upon to ſubmit to the 
operation; however, upon my repreſenting to him 
the neceſſity of it, he ſubmitted to it, and it was 
performed after the ordinary preparations in the 
following manner. 

The Piles being forced outwards, I ſeized the 
packet, which was very large, with my hand, and 
cut off above half of them, The reaſon why ! 
did not cut them all off, was to obviate the fol- 
lowing inconveniences : It appears from experi- 
ence, that when the whole packet is cut off by a 
circular ſtroke, the ſcar being contracted, and dif- 
ficult to ſubdue, ſtops up the paſſage through 
which the excrements paſs, as I have often had 
opportunities to obſerve. Befides, one need not 
be uneaſy on account of the remaining part of 
the Piles, as by the flux of blood they die away; 
and this favours the dreſſing, as it does the placing 
a roll made of many pieces of lint faſtened together 
above the parts that were cut. The operation 
finiſhed, the patient was dreſſed according to art: 
two-hours after, he had ſo great an inclination to 
go. to ſtool, that the dreſſings were obliged to be 
taken off, and ſo violent an hæmorrhage ſucceed- 
ed, that great danger might have enſued, had they 
not ſent for me immediately to ſtop it, It was 
methodically dreſſed, and the patient was in a fair 


way of recovery at my departure from Genoa, in 


Ottober 1748. 
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I ſhall not here relate any more Obſerva- 
tions upon the Piles, becauſe there is no 
practitioner who has not ſeen many caſes of 
this kind, and 1s not convinced that the 
Piles are ſuſceptible of prodigious magnitude, 
when precautions are not taken to hinder it, 
To anſwer this purpole, the ule of ſweateners, 
and a proper regimen, is neceſſary; as are 
likewiſe gliſters, to prevent the irritations oc- 
caſioned by the hardneſs of the fœces, as 
often as it is neceſſary to go to ſtool. 

When the glyſter is come away, I waſh the 
Piles with the Vegeto-mineral Water, and 
then apply to them the Cerate, made with 
wax, oil, and the above Water. If the Piles 
are external, I waſh them many times a-da 
with the Water, and then apply the Cerate.

An OBSERVATION communicated ly 
Mr. SALANSONE, M. B. 


ABOUT the middle of June, 1760, a friend 
of mine was afflicted with two tetters, one of 
which occupicd the inferior part of the right omo- 
plata, and the other the left hypochondrium ; they 
were both an aſſemblage of ſmall pimples, very 
much inflamed, covering about the breadth of a 
crown-piece, and placed in ſuch a manner, that 
each tetter, eſpecially the one of the hypochon- 
drium, deſcribed pretty near a circle, The itching 
they brought on was inſupportable, and in conje- 
quence of the leaſt ſcratching, the heat of them was 
conſiderably augmented : they likewiſe gave ite to 
occaſional thivering fits. From theſe ſymptoms ! 
concluded that they were malignant tetters, par- 
taking a good deal of the nature of an erißpelas, 
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2nd that their virus was contiguous ; for twelve 
hours after, by the contact only of linen, which 
had been uſed for one in the diſorder, the diſeaſe 
had been communicated. To prevent the matter 
from entering the maſs of blood, I prevailed upon 
the patient to lay aſide the medicines generally pre- 
ſcribed upon the occaſion, and to ſubſtitute in 
their room Mr. Goulard's Extract, which 1 knew 
was very proper for all diſorders of the ſkin.

her to what ſhe could attribute the cauſe of her 
complaint, but could get no information from her, 
The uneaſy ſituation of the patient did not admit

cations. To this purpoſe J ordered the part af- 
fected to be rubbed with the ointment of marſh- 
mallows, to which 1 added ſoon after the oils of 
ſweet almonds and camomile. Notwithſtanding

ſevere, and rather ſeemed to encreaſe. I then ſub- 
ſtituted ſome ſoftening balſam in the room of the 
ointment of marſh-mallow, but ſtill with the ſame 
ſucceſs, The patient perceiving no relief from any 
of the applications, began to be greatly alarmed, 
and deſired ver earneftly I would give her ſome- 
thing more efficacious. 
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of doing, by the addition of ſome anodyne drops to 


the liniment ; but inſtead of mitigating the pain, 


this only ſerved to encreaſe it, and the part began - 


to grow very hot. The foot ſeemed to ſwell, and 
a fight redneſs, which covered the whole, gave me 
reaſon to apprehend an inflammation. But theſe 
freſh ſymptons diſappeared, by relinquiſhing the 
above applications. Finding the pains were not 
to be removed by theſe remedies, I thought the 
beſt method I could take would be to adminiſter 
opiates internally. Bleeding might have been ad- 
vantageouſly uſed upon the occaſion, had not par- 
ticular reaſons forbid it: I ordered her, in conſe- 
quence, a narcotic julep; but ftill no alteration 
could be perceived for the better: ſuch was the 
pecular nature of the pain, that the remedies 
proper on ſuch occaſions, ſo far from contributing 
to mitigate it, ſerved only to encreaſe its violence. 
What I had applied, hower, were the only topi- 
cal remedies which appeared, as things were cir- 
cumſtanced, adviſeable. The pain could be miti- 
vated by anodynes only, The ſtiffneſs obſerveable 
on the part, which was the effect of a ſpaſm, as I 
ſhall prove further on, ſeemed to authorize the 
application of emollients; and the intenſeneſs of 
the pain could not admit of any medicine, which 
did not poſſeſs the anodyne quality in the higheſt 
degree. The inefficacy of this laſt remedy, I mean 
the narcotic, threw me, I own, into the greateſt 
conſternation ; and whilſt I was deliberating on 
the next ſtep which would be proper to take upon 
the occaſion, I luckily thought of trying Mr. Gou- 
lard's Vegeto-mineral Water. This I was the more 
tempted to do, having found by various expert- 
ments on others, as well as myſelf, that there is 
no pain, however ſevere, which does not yield ſoits 
* To this purpoſe I ordered compreſſes

The perſon is ſubject to hyſteric 
complaints, and ſometimes feels ſuch pains in dit- 
ferent parts of the body, but principally in the 
breaſt and hypochondria, which leaves no room to 
doubt of the diſorder having been originally occa- 
honed by an hyfteric affection, of which a violent 
ſpaſm was the conſequence; and as this affection 
would yield to no application but Mr. Goulard's, 
we muſt neceſſarily allow that medicine a true 
antiſpaſmodic quality. 

The bad effects of the anodynes, which had 
ee the application of the Vegeto- mineral 
Vater, and the ſpaſmodic nature of the complaint, 
which had yielded to that medicine, ſerve to con- 
firm a propoſition of Mr. Goulard's, which will 
no doubt appear an extraordinary one to thoſe who 
are governed by prejudice, and pay a greater de- 
ference to old errors than any modern matters of 
fi&, But to come to the point.

Every one knows 
the danger of applying ſuch medicines in an eryfi- 
pelas, though looked upon advantageous in phleg- 
monous inflammations. Mr. Goulard, notwith- 
ſtanding, is well convinced by repeated Obſerva- 
tions, that they are no leſs dangerous in the latter. 
Here theory coincides with practice. In effect, the 
cauſe of tumours being nothing more than the force 
of the fluids being ſuperior to the reſiſtance of 
the ſolids, it is evident, that any thing which 
ſerves to weaken the latter, while the force of the 
former remains in the ſame degree, muſt neceſ- 
ſarily either occaſion a tumour, or add to its vo- 


lume, if already exiſting. Now ſuch appear to be 
tus 
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the effects of emollients; it is therefore with rea- 
ſon that Mr. Goulard condemns their uſe in the 


treatment of tumours, whether phlegmonous, eri- | 


fipelatous, or inflammatory. Let us next ſee from 
the caſe J have related, whether we cannot bring a 
freth proof of the danger of applying emollients for 
che cure of inflammatory tumours. If theſe appli- 
cations can ever be preper in ſuch caſes, it muſt 
be, where there is a ſpaſmodic affection in the in- 


flamed part, But even in ſuch a caſe there may be 


pernicious, as appears by the freſh ſymptoms 
ſubſequent to the application of them in the preſent 
Obſervation. We may then from this draw a very 
ſafe and concluſive argument, That fince emol- 
hents proved very pernicious 1n a caſe where they 
are principally indicated, their uſe ought to be ab- 
lolutely baniſhed in the treatment of inflammatory 
tumours, as Mr, Goulard remarks. 


An EXTRACT from the Journal of M. 
VANDERMOND, of the Month of May, 1760, 


OBSERVATION en an itchy Eruptim, 
cured by a Preparation of Lead by Mr, Mexu- 
RET, M. D. at Montpellier, and a Correſpondent 

of the Royal Society. 


A SOLDIER of the militia of Aix, in garriſon 
at Montelimert, came in the beginning of Auguſt 
to the hoſpital of this town, at that time under my 
care. His whole body was almoſt entirely covered 
with large itchy puſtules, but they were chiefly on 
his elbows and arms, Theſe puſtules being conti- 
guous and ulcerated, were very diſagreeable to the 
eye, and very troubleſome to the patient. It was 
ſix months ſince the eruption firſt appeared; the 
ointment of ſulphur had been often uſed without 


ſucceſs, Upon this account I was reſolved to try 
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the Vegeto-mineral Water, which Mr. Goulard, a 
ſurgeon in great repute at Montpellier, had often 
uſed with ſucceſs on the like occaſion. In conſe- 
quence of this, after the common remedies, I or

OBSERVATION on the particular Effect of 
the Extract of Saturn, uſed in a large Quantity, by 
Mr, CAVAILLON, Bachelor in Phy/ic. 


SOME time ago a hard and indolent tumour 
ſeized one of my arm-pits, which I neglected at 
rſt ; but in a few days it encreaſed ſo much, as to 
incommode me, and make me fear the conſe- 
quences, I thought it high time to apply a re- 
medy. The diſperſing and reſolving quality which 
Was well known to characteriſe the Extract of Sa- 
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turn, and winch was frequently made uſe of hy 
an eminent ſurgeon, induced me to look upon this 
liquor as the beſt adapted to my caſe. I began by 
uſing it in a cataplaſm, in the ordinary doſe ; but 
being impatient to diſperſe a tumour whoſe conft— 
quences I dreaded, I thought proper to add confi. | 
derably to the uſual quantity.

did not all come away that rg $a ſome hardneſs 
ſtill remained, which has ſince been entirely re- 
moved by the application only of rags, dipped in 
the Vegeto-mineral Water, made after my method, 
I mean very ſtrong.

IN the circumftantial account I publiſhed of 


the ſymptoms and progreſs of a complaint 9 
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eyes, which I cured by the application of the Vege- 
to-mineral Water, I took notice, that emollicnt 
cataplſms, far from rcheving the intente pains I 
ſuffered, only ſerved to encreaſe them. This is an 
important point, and the more deſerving of our

Mr. Goulard, the 
gentleman in queſtion, does not heſitate to ailerr, 
that the uſe of emollient app'ications, in the treat- 
ment of inflammatory tumours, muſt be attended 
wich the moſt pernicious conſequences. A lon 
and authentic liſt of Obſervations, made in the 
courſe of a judicious and ſucceſsful practice, are 
the proofs on which he grounds his aſſertion. The 
more important the diſcovery, the more firm and 
evident muſt be the foundations on which it reſts, 
Though Mr. Goulard has ſupported his opinions 
on the beſt grounds and re.ſons, yet as nothing 
can more clearly demonſtrate it than the evidence 
of facts and inſtances, I cannot think it improper 
to add ſome of my own Obſervations to thoſe of 
this able ſurgeon, | 

If Mr. Goulard had not condemned the uſe of 
emollient cataplaſms, the experience I had of their 
bad effects, when troubled with a violent inflam- 
mation of my eyes, would effectually diſcourage 
their uſe. If theſe applications could ever be 
made with ſucceſs, I had the greateſt reaſon to 
promiſe myſelf the moſt deſirable effects. In 
ue hypotheſis of thoſe authors who recommend 
them, 
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them, it muſt be allowed, that I had recourſe to 
them on the ſureſt indications, The inflammation 
of my eyes had gained an uncommon degree of 
violence; I ſuffercd the moſt excruciating pains, 
The eye was ſo dried, that a tear never fell from 
it; and J felt a ſenſible contraction in the inflamed 
part. In theſe circumſtances, who could have 
imaged that emollient applications would add to 
the violence of the diſorder ? Such, however, was 
the effe& they produced. | 

Let it not be ſaid, that the pernicious effects of 
thoſe applications were owing to ſome latent cauſe 
in-my particular habit of body. I am not afraid 
to advance, that they have not been more bene- 
ficial to other patients. 1 have had frequent op- 
portunities to obſerve, that the uſe of them has 


not been attended with the defired ſucceſs, I have } 


been acquainted with ſeveral patients, who have 
ſuffered by the application of a cataplaſm of ap- 


ples, baked in the aſhes, or boiled in milk, I have | 


known others, who have ſound their pains encreaſ- 
ed by the uſe of veal. In a word, 
to obſerve in the cure of one of my brothers, that 
the volume of the veſſels of the conjunctiva was 
enlarged by the application of milk, and the pulp 
of quince- ſeeds, of linſeed, and flea-wort. Again, 
J have taken notice that theſe applications never 
produced worſe effects than when they were mace 
on the moſt approved indications. Thus in the 
moſt inflamed ſtate of my eye, emollients proved 
more hurtful than in the leſs threatening ſtates of 
the diſorder, I have made the ſame obſervation in 
'other caſes. Not only the evidence of plain fats 
demonſtrates the bad effects of emollients, but the 
principles of a ſound theory abſolutely forbid their 
uſe. Let us ſee what light theſe principles afford 
towards illuſtrating the object of our preſent eu- 


quiry. In the inflammation of the eyes, the lym- 
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phatic veſſels of the conjunctiva are ſtuffed with 
blood. This fluid is impelled into their cavities 
by a force capable of ſurmounting the reſiſtance it 
meets with from theſe veſſels, Inflammation is de- 
fned by Mr. Savage to be, that force by which 
the blood is puſhed and impelled into the veſſels of 
the part affe ed. 

Having thus ſettled the principles, we come now 
to the conſequences to be expected from the appli- 
cation of emollient cataplaſms. The parts to 
which they are applied, are relaxed ; conſequently, 
the diameter of the lymphatic veſſels is enlarged. 
What muſt be the effect? A greater number of 
the globular particles of blood, 1mpelled continu- 
ally towards their opening, will enter; the volume 
of the part affected muſt then be enlarged. This 
will naturally account for the encreaſed violence 


we ſhall preſently ſee that the reſt encreaſe in the 
ſame proportion, The redundant particles of 
blood, which have forced a paſlage into the in- 
flamed part, having the ſame accelerated motion 
with thoſe which had been introduced before the 
application of the emollicnt cataplaſm, the veſſels 
of the conjunctiva are now to ſuſtain an increaſed 
power of action, fince to the preſſure of the fluid 
they before contained, muſt now be added that of 
the globular particles of blood, which have found 
an entrance in conſequence of their diſtenſion. 
Now, as inflammation 1s produced by the encreaſed 
velocity of the blood, and as the ſymptoms at- 
tending it. muſt bear a proportion to this velocity, 
the preſſure of the blood en the part affected can- 
not be encreaſed, without: adding to the violence 
of the diſorder; therefore the application of emol- 
lient cataplaſms, which was intended to ſubdue 
the inflammation, muſt neceſſarily encreaſe its vio- 
lence, And this is a truth clearly deduced from

of one of the ſymptoms of the inflammation ; and 
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Mr. Goulard's Obſervations, and from thoſe | 


which we have juſt made, 


But the increaſed violence of the inflammation | 
is not entirely owing to its enlarged moles and |

forts of the ſides of the veſſels more conſiderable, } 
This obſervation is juſtified by experience, Thus 
the impreſſion made by a body in motion upon 
another body, is proportioned to the reſiſtance, | 
A fly on the wing eludes the action of the moſt } 
powerful agents, but 1s —_ cruſhed by the body | 


to which it oppoſes any reſiſtance. Therefore the 


ſhock of the blood muſt be more violent when im- 
pelled into the inflamed part, where 1t meets with 


greater reſiſtance. 

Again, experience teaches that the preſſure of 
fluids on the ſides of the tubes is proportioned to 
the force with which they are impelled, and to the 
reſiſtance they meet with in their motion : there- 
fore, as the blood impelled into the veſſels of the 
conjunctiva acts with greater force on that which 
it finds there, fo it preſſes with greater violence on 
the ſides of the tubes that receive it, But as the 
inflammation is proportioned to the impetuoſity 
with which the blood acts on the part affected, all 
the ſymptoms of the diſorder muſt be encreaſed; 
and as the action muſt neceflarily be in proportion 
to the reſiſtance of the eee part, it follows, 


that the blood, which is impelled into it by the 
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application of emollient cataplaſms, cannot fail to 
encreaſe the inflammation of the eye, which we 
undertook to prove. That theſe i te really 
produce the effect juſt mentioned, and that they 
act in the manner we have explained, may be ga- 
thered not only from what we have ſaid above, but 
from the increaſed ſymptoms of eriſipelatous tu- 
mours, when treated with relaxing cataplaſms.

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EXTRACT of SATURN. 


ARE as many pounds of litharge of gold 
as * quarts of wine vinegar (if made of 
French wine the better); put them together 
into a glazed earthen pipkin, and let them 
boil, or rather ſimmer for an hour, or an 
hour and a quarter, taking care to ſtir them 
during the ebullition with a wooden ſpatula : 
take the veſſel off the fire, let the whole ſet- 
tle, and then pour off the liquor which 1s 
upon the top into bottles for uſe. 

I ſhall call his liquor the Extract of Sa- 
turn, which is to undergo a farther modi- 
cation, as I ſhall direct. But I muſt firſt here 
remark, that if it is intended to give this li- 
quor the common conſiſtence of an Extract, 
it muſt be boiled ſome time longer, after its 
ſeparation from the mals, taking care firlt to 
filter it through proper paper. By following 
this method, it will þ eme thicker, and of 
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a reddiſh colour, and will be in every reſpect 
like any other Extra-t, I dod nuch, whe- 
ther an Extract of this knd can be drawn 
from the I:quor of Satuin, which is nothing 
but ceruſe, thrown into a inatraſs, into which 
is poured diſtilled vinegar, and digeſted in 
hot fand. This Water of Satur:. 1s different 
from the Extract of which I :m ſpeaking, 
and its effects muſt neceſſarily ve leſs po cr- 
ful and extenſive. It is true, 2d, it is uſed 
againſt ſome kinds of inſlammations, without 
its property being aſcertained, as its effects 
are dreaded, being ranked, like other prepa- 
rations of lead, among repellers: but I flat- 
ter myſelf, that the Public will lay aſide old 
prejudices, when they have peruſed this work; 
which ſerves to prove, that there 1s no greater 
diſperſer than the Extract of Saturn, which 
appears to be only a very ſimple preparation 
of Lead; and which, modified after my me- 
thod, daily aſtoniſhes the maſters of the art 
with its effects. It is with this Extract I 
compoſe various topical remedies; and as I 
give it the preference to all others, for the 
treatment of almoſt all chirurgical diſorders, 
I ſhall give a more circumſtantial account of 
the various Formulz, as is general on the like 
occaſions. I ſhall remark ſtill farther, that 
many of the various modifications I make the 
Extract of Saturn undergo, often agree and 
concur in the treatment of the ſame complaint. 
After deſcribing each of the Formule, I ſhall 
ſpecify the diſorders to which it is applicable. 
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FORMULA the FIRST. 


Compoſition of the Water of Saturn, or Vegets. 
Mineral Water. 


O compoſition is more ſimple than that 
of the Vegeto- mineral Water; nor is 
there any remedy which acts with equal cele- 
rity or efacacy. It is made by putting two 
te.;-\poonfuls, or one hundred drops, cf the 
Extract of Saturn to a quart of water, and 
four tea-ſpoonfuls of brandy : the quantity of 
the Extract and brandy may be diminiſhed 
or increaſed according to the nature of the 
diſorder, or the greater or leſs degree of ſen- 
ſibility of the part grieved, 

1. The Vegeto-mineral Water is a known 
ſpecific againſt all external inflammations, 
and particularly againſt thoſe of the eye ; but 
when it is made ule of for the latter com- 
plaint, great care muſt be taken not to put 
tov much of the Extract of Saturn; for an 
organ endowed with ſo great a degree of de- 
licacy and ſenſibility requires particular at- 
tention. What follows is well worth every 
one's attention; for it 1s very certain, that 
the Extract of Saturn would not fail to irri— 
tate, if made ule of in too great a quantity ; 
whereas, on the contrary, certain and imme— 
diate benefit wilt accrue, by beginning with 


it gradually, For example, put at firſt ten 
; or 
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or twelve drops of it to a common glaſs of 
water, and encreaſe them gradually, as the 
inflammation is ſeen to diſperſe.

I 
can ſay with great truth, that I have ſeen the 
moſt able Surgeons dubious in their choice 
of proper remedies for the treatment of dif- 
ferent kinds of ulcers and wounds, which 
daily occur in practice: no one can be igno- 
rant, how important ſuch a choice muſt be, both 
in regard to the treatment and cure of them. 


FORMULA the SECOND. 
Compoſition of the Cerate of Saturn. 


AKE four ounces of refined wax, 
and a pound of oil; melt them over 
low fire, taking care to ſtir them gently ; 
let the whole cool; then put four ounces of 
the Extract of Saturn to ſix pounds of wacer ; 
put the Vegeto-mineral Water, thus made, 
little by little, to the wax and oil, which 
muſt be put into a proper diſh for the pur- 
pole ; incorporate them well together with a 
wooden ſpatula, and take care to let the 
quantity of water you put in be thoroughly 
| K 5 ablorbed 
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abſorbed, before you put in any more, By 
thus taking time, and carefully beating the 
whole together, you will thoroughly mix the 
water, wax, and oil “. 

This Cerate may be made ſtronger or 
weaker, and occaſionally mixed up with 
balſams and ointments, according to circum-

This Cerate of Saturn perfectly anſwers 
the views we ought to have, and the indi- 
cations we ought to fulfil, in the dreſſing of 
wounds and ulcers. To prove this, I mult 
refer the reader to the Obſervations ; by 
which he will perceive, that the metallic par- 
ticles of which this remedy is compoſed, act 
efficaciouſly on the affected veſſels, and add 
to their elaſticity. without irritating them; 
that they cleanſe and diſperſe tumous, change 
the nature of ſuppurations, even of ſuch as 
are fetid and corroſive; and eaſe pain, the 
general attendant of wounds and ulcers, eſpe- 
cially when ſeated on tendinous, aponeurotic, 
and ligamentous parts 

See the celebrated Mr. Guerin's letter, and 
thoſe of many other able practitioners. 

Before I enter into a detail of the various 
caſes in which the Cerate is to be applied, I 
think it proper to remark not only its ſupe- 
riority over other remedies, but the great

MONG the various chirurgical reme- 
dies, none is more familiar to us, or 
more frequently made uſe of, than the Ca- 
taplaſm; and it is no eaſy matter in general 
to decide, which of the many ought to have 
the preference. Emollient and relaxing ones, ' 
applied by themſelves, as is generally the 
cale, are often contrary to the indication we 
ought to fulfil, and ſeldom anſwer our in- 4 
tentions.

ſometimes ſucceed; but great judgment is 
required in applying them, otherwiſe they 
may be very prejudicial. This daily expe- 
rience clearly demonſtrates, when made uſe

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of for ſchirrhous tumours inclined to be 
cancerous. 

Our Cataplaſm is liable to none of theſe ex. 
ceptions, as it performs wonders in many 
caſes, and particularly in confirmed ſchirrhous 
tumous, and occult cancers; as the Reader 
may ſee in the Obſervations. 

Take ſome Vegeto- mineral Water, put it 
into a pipkin with crums of bread ; let it 
juſt boil; lay a ſufficient quantity of it on 
linen, and apply it to the part affected: this 
muſt be renewed three or four times in four- 
and- twenty hours; and every time it is taken 
off, care muſt be taken to waſh the part with

Pomatum of Saturn, againſt Tetters and other 
Cutaneous Diſorders. 


AKE eight ounces of refined wax, melt 

it by degres over the fire in a proper 
veſſel ; add to it eighteen ounces of oil of 
roſes, mix the whole well together; put to 
this four or five ounces of the Extract of da- 
turn, taking care to mix them well together 
with a ſpatula; add a dram of camphor, 
which you muſt keep ſtirre till it is diſ- 
ſolved ; take your veſſel off the fire, and con- 
tinue to work it together till it is brought to a 
conſiſtency. 

This Pomatum may be made milder, by 
diminiſhing the quantity of each ingredient, 
according to the cutaneous diſorder you in- 
tend to uſe it for; you may likewiſe add, if 
you think proper, as much ſpring-water as 
Extract to the Pomatum. | 

This remedy 1s ſovereign againſt tetters, 
and many other cutaneous eruptions ; ſinous 
ulcers ; fiſtulas ; callous, ſcrophulous, ſcor- 
butic, and venereal ulcers. For the treat- 
ment of moſt of theſe complaints, you muſt 
waſh the parts affected with the Vegeto-mine- 
ral water, and wet the firſt dreſſings with it, 
before you apply the Pomatum. | 

Particular care muſt be taken, when this 
Pomatum is made ule of for old tetters, 
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which are ſalutary drains of bad humours 
from the maſs of blood, to order at the ſame 
time proper internal remedies. The ſtrength 
of the Pomatum may be encreaſed or dimi- 
niſhed according to circumſtances : we muſt 
likewiſe here remark, that it may be very 


advantageouſly applied to parts threatened 


with a gangrene.

FORMULA the FIF TH. 
Nutritum of Saturn. 


AKE fix ounces of litharge of gold, 
reduced to a very fine powder ; put it 


into a mortar ; mix hve ounces of oil with 
this litharge; add eight ounces of the Vegeto- 


mineral Water, which you muſt pour in by 


degrees, and mix up with the reſt. This 
Nutritum will be found to be more efficacious 
than the common one, as well againſt burns, 
as many diſeaſes of the ſkin, and diſagreeable 


itchings ; it is beſides a very great drier and

FORMULA the SIXTH. 
A Pomatum againſt an Anchiloſis. 


O diſlove the inſpiſſated ſinovia in the 
articulations and ſheaths of the ten- 
dons, to heal wounds near the articulations, 
I make 
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1 make uſe of a Pomatum ; the effect of 


which has often ſurprized the maſters of the 


art: the following is its compoſition. 

Take two quarts of common water, put 
them into an earthen pipkin; add two ounces 
of the Extract of Saturn, and eighteen 
ounces of common ſoap cut into ſlices; throw 
them into the pipkin, and let them ſimmer 
over a gentle fire: keep the whole conſtant] 
ſtirred with a ſpatula, till the ſoap is diſſolved; 
then add a dram of camphor ; and when thar 
is diſſolved, take the veſſel off the fire, and 
uſe the Pomatum in the following manner : 
Take ſome Vegeto-mineral Water, make it 
rather more than luke-warm, put it into a 
proper veſlel, and apply it to the part, which 
you muſt rub with your hand, during the 
bath, for a quarter of an hour; beſides this, 
it would be very proper to pour the above 
liquor upon the part pump-faſhion. After 
this, cover the part with warm linen; and 
an hour after take it off, and apply the Poma- 
tum, as you would the mercurial ointment : 
then take ſome filver paper, rub it well in 
your hand till quite ſoft, and cover with it 
the part affected; apply warm linen over the 


whole. Renew this operation once in four- 


and-twenty hours, till the cure is compleat, 
which ſeldom exceeds fifteen or twenty days. 
Lou muſt take care to ſoften the Pomatum 
remaining in the pot with the Vegeto-mine- 
ral Water, to prevent its growing dry. 
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This topic was much wanted in ſurgery 
to remove an anchiloſis, which was generally 
ranked among the incurable diſorders. How 
often have I ſeen ſurgeons preſcribe emol- 
lients, oils, and fats, for theſe complaints, 
which, ſo far from relieving them, only ſerved 
to encreaſe the tumefaction! The Obſerva- 
tions which have been communicated to 
me, and thole I have made myſelf, on the 
effects of my metallic remedy, will help to 
prove, how ſpecific this is to diſſolve the 
inſpiſſated finovia in the articulations and 
ſheaths of the tendons, which hitherto has 
been deemed 1mpracticable. I have again a 
pride in declaring here, that it 1s to the 
Marechal de Richelieu we are indebted lor 
the addition of the ſoap to the original com- 
poſition. This nobleman, who applies lum- 
lelf to the ſtudy of every ſcience, adviſed me 
in the year 1747, during my ſtay at Genoa, 
to make an addition of ſoap to the old pre- 
ſcription; thinking it would then be more 
efficacious to diflolve the inſpiſſated ſinovia. 
This conjecture was ſufficiently verified by 
the cure of Madame Morande, who had been 
afflicted for ſix years with a contraction of the 
flexor tendons of the hand ; from which ſhe 
was delivered in fifteen days by the above 
application. See a circumſtantial account of 
this in tne Chapter on Anchiloſes, This Po- 
matum may be very advantageouſly uled 
againſt ſchirrhous tumours, and others, which 
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FORMULA the SEVENTH, 
The Compoſition of the Saturnine Plaiſter. 


1 twelve pounds of wax, melt it in 
a proper kettle; add three pounds and 
a half of oil of olives: when the oil and wax 
are well incorporated, add eight ounces of 
the Extract of Saturn, which you muſt pour 
in by degrees, taking care to keep the 
whole ſtirred with a ſpatula; add to this two 
drams of camphor, which you muſt diſſolve 
with the reſt, Take the kettle from the fire, 
and dip linen into it of the length and 
breadth you think proper. 

The Saturnine. Plaiſters perform wonders, 
when applied to parts afflicted with rheumatic 
pains, which are by no means to be confound- 
ed with thoſe that are ſeated in the bones, 
and are generally produced by a venereal 
cauſe; theſe are lodged too deep to be re- 
moved by this application : but parts that 
are weakened and full of pain, are much re- 
lieved by them : they are likewiſe of great 
ſervice in the hoſpitalz, eſpecially at thoſe 
times of the year which forbid the uſe of 
mineral waters, and in places which are diſ- 
tant from fuch waters. hey may be very 
advantageouſly uſed in all caſes in which the 
tlaifters called Divine are preſcribed £ but 


with this precaution, that the part afflicted 
' muſt 
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muſt be firſt waſhed with the Vegeto-mineral

anchiloſes. After having anointed the part

See 
my Obſervations; as likewiſe the caſe of 
Madame de la Gomercini, and that of the 
Chevalier Deſquilles. 

I ſhall not here trouble the reader with 
an account of the different complaints, as 
well rheumatic as others, for which I have 
made ule of theſe Plaiſters with ſucceſs, tak- 
ing care, firſt, to waſh or pump the part with 
the Vegeto-mineral Water. The combined

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FORMULA the TWELFTH. 
On the Treatment of the Itch. 


V ARIOUS are the methods recom- 
'V mended by medico-chirurgical writers 
for the treatment of the Itch. Sometimes 
the medicines are of the repelling kind ; 
ſometimes aſtringent ones are mixed up 
with repellers : at other times corroſives are 
added; and the mercurial ointment is fre- 
quently uſed either by itſelf, or joined to 
other remedies, as the powder of white hel- 
lebore, &c. But the formula which is ge- 
nerally uſed, and the one which ſucceeds the 
beſt, is the mixture of flour of brimſtone 
with oil or lard. 

Sulphur is alſo frequently recommended. 
All theſe remedies, except ſulphur and mer- 
cury, which have alſo their objections, are 
very dangerous; particularly ſuch as are of 
the repelling and aſtringent kind; as they 
ſeem to contradict, and do contradict, in ef- 
tect, the indication we ought to fulfil; as 


may be ſeen in my Chapter of the Itch, to 
which I refer the reader. 


The following is a Detail of my Method of 
treating Patients in the Itch. 


Fixs r, they are to be blooded and purg- 
ed; then care muſt be taken to waſh all 


the 
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the parts affected with that diſorder, morn- 
ing and night, with the Vegeto-mineral 
Water warm. If the weather is cold, this 
mnſt be done before the fire, and the pa- 
tients put to bed. This method muſt be 
purſued for about four or five days. When 
the eruptions are very viſible upon the ſur. 
face of the ſkin, an addition of ingredients 
is to be made to the Vegeto-mineral Water; 
Viz. to a quart of the above water, put half 
an ounce of common ſalt, and a dram of 
allum ; by this means the Itch will dry away 
by degrees, and will be cured in about eight, 
ten, twelve, or fifteen days: I ſpeak here of 
the miliary and puſtulous Itch. Sometimes 
indeed it falls out, that ſome patients, who 
have been afflicted with it for a long time, 
are not cured quite ſo ſoon, when the Itch is 
in large blotches, and covers, as I may ſay, 
partly the whole body. When this 1s the 
cale, we make uſe of the Vegeto-mineral 
Water without the addition of either the al- 
lum or ſalt. 

When the Itch is of the tetter kind, it 1s 
to be waſhed for ſome days with the Vegeto- 
mineral Water; then it is to be anointed 
with a Pomatum made after the following 
manner: | 

Take two pounds of hog's lard, four 
ounces of ſulphur, two ounces of allum, 
and two ounces of the Extract of Saturn: 
mix them all together thoroughly in a mor- 


tar, and apply them once or twice a day 5 
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the parts: when the diſorder proves very 
obſtinate, touch them with the pure Ex- 
tract. 

I muſt here make a remark, which is much 
to the advantage of the king, that the ſol- 
diers afflicted with this diſorder may make 
uſe of this remedy in their garriſons, and 
even in their tents, without ſpoiling their 
linen, or obſerving any particular regimen. 
I have myſelf lately preſcribed it to about 
fourſcore in the Citadel. Many of them had 
both the ulcerated and tetterous ſpecies of 
Itch; notwithſtanding which they were well 
in a ſhort time; as upon an average the cure 
was compleated of them all under twelve 
days, without ſpoiling their cloaths. At the 


ſame time I cannot help remarking, that the - 


cold was exceſſive, and the weather tempeſ- 
tuous; that they ſeldom kept within doors, 
and many of them lived upon very improper 


food, ſuch as garlick, onions, indulging in 
the uſe of wine, tobacco, &c.

FORMULA the THIRTEENTH. 


Powder of the Extraft of Saturn. 


F you put the pure Extract into plates, 
and expoſe it to the ſun, it thickens and 
becomes of a conſiſtency; you may then re- 


duce it to powder, which is very proper = 
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deſtroying fungous fleſh, and the calloſity 
of the ſide of certain ulcers 

We mix likewiſe an equal quantity of this 
powder, ceruſe, allum, and turpentine, toge- 
ther, to help to cicatrize wounds, and dry 
up old ulcers. We likewiſe make a garga- 
riſm of the pure Extract, white wine, and 
allum, to ſtop hemorrhages in the lower 
part of the mouth. The following is its 
compoſition : Put to a quart of white wine 
two ounces of the Extract of Saturn, an 
ounce of allum reduced to a very fine pow- 
der, and a good half glaſs of vinegar, I 
have often found this an admirable aſtrin- 
gent; and very proper to ſtop hemorrhages 
proceeding from a remote cauſe, where there 
was no poſſibility of applying compreſſes, 
ligatures, or any ſtrong ſtyptic. 
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And Surgeon, the only perſon in ENGLAND autho- 
riſed to ſell Mr. GouLaRD's original Extract of 
Saturn, (a) in Church- ſtreet, Soho, Loxpon, 


T is not my intention here to celebrate the praiſes of 
Mr. Goulard's remedy, That is already too well 
known throughout Europe to want any aſſiſtance from my 
pen. My views coincide entirely with thoſe of the author, 
in endeavouring to bring it to ſtill greater perfection, by 
conſidering it with more preciſeneſs, both as to its compo- 
ſition and uſe. To be ignorant of theſe would be a fault; 
willingly to conceal its ſuperior virtues, would be an inju- 
to ſociety, and a manner of proceeding very different 
rom the author's, who has publiſned all his knowledge on 
the ſubject without reſerve. 

This medicament, juſtly looked upon by thoſe of the 
Faculty, who are free from prejudice, as the beſt and moſt 
univerſal topic in ſurgery, may very properly be ſubſti- 
tuted in the place of all others generally preſcribed : it will 
frequently prove efficacious when the reſt have failed, and 
will re-eſtabliſh Nature, which they had diſordered, 

I don't pretend to mention this medicine as a new-di{- 
covered one ; on the contrary, we have received it from 
antiquity, known by the name of Acetum Lithargir: ; 
but by its having been ill made, mal-a-propes applied, 
and preſcribed in improper - it was for ſome 

time 
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time out of repute; and without the aſſiſtance and the vi- 
gilance of one of Mr, Goulard's ſpeculative turn, who 
has had reſolution enough to ſtem the torrent of oppoi. 
tion, this remedy, like many others, by having been im- 
properly made, and as improperly adminiſtered, Would 
have fallen a victim to the empiric. For want of proper 
vinegar, the baſis of this medicine, it frequently deceived 
the practitioner, who, from not knowing its properties, 
and the real method of compoſing it, entirely laid it alice, 
But it has of late been too minutely conſidered to he any 
longer neglected, and is now looked upon, by the impar— 
tial part of mankind, to be one of the greateſt ornaments 
of the diſpenſatories, as well as the moſt efficaeious re- 
medy in ſurgery. It is then to Mr. Govlard, a ſkilful 
ſurgeon of Montpellier, we owe its revival; which could 
ner have been effected but by a man of his eminence, 
and libe him exempt from vulgar prejudice, which has 
l:itherto laid to the charge of this ſalutary remedy, faults, 
from which the experiments of many famous in their pro- 
felon are now endeavouring to exculpate it in favour of 
mankind, 

When this Extract is made with natural vinegar, and 
the ſtrongeſt which can be procured in the ſouth of France, 
(where Nature, in favourable years, and in particular can- 
tons, furniſhes this vegetable liquor with more virtues 
than any art of the vinegar-makers can poſſibly endow it 
with) it poſleſſes all the diſperſing, cooling, and reſolving 
qualities proper tor dividing the glutinous, ſtagnated mat- 
ter in the ch{trufted veſſels; it relaxes. them when too 
much contracted, and reſtores to the ſolids and fluids the 
proportion of circulation neceſſary for preſerving the ani- 
mal oxconomy in a ſtate of health. The common vine- 
gurs, which owe their ſtrength to armoniac ſalt, to pep- 
per, and the dung of the featnered kind, can't fail of rob- 
Ling this Extract of the qualities neceſſary for its periec- 
tion; as do likewiſe other factitious vegetable acids, ſuch, 


or chemple, as are brewed in England, and in the nor- 


chern countries, under the appearance of vinegar. The 
latter, 'tis true, tho' not, capable of injuring the conſtitu- 
tion, act as ſtimulators to the ſfromach ; but this property 
is not ſuſtieient to perfectly diſſolve the lead, or to im- 
pregnate theſe metallic particles with the particular 
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ties they acquire by the addition of tartar, natural to thoſs 
vinegars, which are made with the ſtrongeſt wines “. I 
ſhall not here enter upon the bad qualities which may be 
conveyed to Lead by the ingredients made uſe of in the 
compolition of factitious vinegars, which are brewed ac- 
cording to every one's particular recipe. The beſt argu- 
ment in favour of the Extract of Saturn made in particular 
parts of the ſouth of France, and againſt any other Extract 
made with common vinegars, is, that the tartar of Lar- 
guedoc has the preference in chymical proceſſes; ſome of 
which are in vain attempted without 1t. Another argu- 
ment ſtill more corroborative is, that at Montpellier alone 
good verdigreaſe can be procured, on account of the ſin- 
gular property of 1ts vinegar, and for ſome other concur- 
rent and unknown reaſons, which help to diſſolve the 
copper, the baſis of the above drug. For the ſame rea- 
ton we may be induced to think that the tartarous parti» 
cles of the wine of that country, being refined by its 
change into vinegar, may contribute more efficaciouſly to 
illolve the Lead, which experience daily proves. Com-

* Such as are well verſed in the art of chymiſtry know, that na- 
Ural vinegar contains an eſſential oil, which entirely diſſolves lcad, 
while its acid only divides its parts. Mr. Goulard has diſcovered 
tat it is the property of ſome particular vinegars only of the pre- 
vince he lives in, to perfectly diſſolve this metal, as they contain more 
eiicntial oil than the reft ; conſequently natural vinegars, when a- 
Culicrated, or fattitious ones which receive their power of action 
rom the acrid ingredients only mixed with them, are not only ren- 
dered incapable of perfectly diſſolving the lead, but likewiſe com- 
municate an acrid quality to the Extract, very different from 


the cooling and calming one natural to it when made with the beit 


vin2gar, The healing quality of fead is evident trom its happy eſ- 
tects, when applied in its natural ſtate even to ulcerated cancers; 
how much more efficaciouſly muſt it then act, when its ſaline parti- 
cles are ſo far divided as to be capable of being introduced into the 
Imalleſt veſſels, and there circulate with the juices ? Theſe they atte- 
nuate and divide fo as to return into their proper channel ; it is very 
ncceflary then, that the vinegar, made ule of for the diſſolution of 
the lead, ſhould be natural, well-choſen, and by no means factitious. 
A chymical analyſis will eaſily diſcover the defects of vinegar ; but 
as every one is not in a ſituation of making theſe experiments, its 
merits may be aſcertained by the taſte only. Good vinegar, When 
touched with the tongue, has a pleaſing actd taſte, and leaves a freſh- 
nels in the mouth; but when factitious, rather appears to iaſtame 
lace mouth and throat, which ſenſation continues for ſome time. 
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mon vinegars help only to divide it in part; ſome of : 


Languedoc properly choſen diſſolve it ſo thoroughly, that 
without any ſediment it preſerves its weight; a certain 
proof that it incorporates itſelf more with this ſpecies of 
vinegar, which no doubt muſt render its effects more eff. 


cacious. It is certainly owing to this that the medicine 


we ſpeak of poſſeſſes a cooling, attenuating, reſolving 
quality, and by no means a repellent one, as has been 
hinted by certain people. This requires an explanation, 
which will be eafily underſtood by the meaneſt cupaci- 


ty, as I ſhall endeavour to expreſs myſelf in the plain. |

When the lead is divided only, its parts are too groſs | 


and ponderous to remain fuſpended in the vegetable li- 
quid, its vehicle; this cauſes it to ſubſide: on ſhaking 


the bottle they again incorporate with the liquid, without 


ſuffering a diminution of their volume: this volume, by 
preventing them from penetrating to the veſſels thro? the 
pores of the ſkin, cauſes them to remain in the tiſſue of 
thoſe parts, and, by ſtopping up the paſſages of perſpira- 
tion, gives riſe to what is generally termed repulſion. 
But, when the metal is ſo far diſſolved as always to re- 
main ſuſpended in the vegetable liquid, its parts are ſo 
fine, and ſo far attenuated, as not to be diſcernible thro' 


the moſt perfect microſcope : they then eaſily penetrate the 


pores of the ſkin, follow the courſe of the perſpiratory 
veſſels, and put in motion the inſpiſſated and ſtagnated 
fluids, which they again return to the road of circula- 
tion. When the metallic particles act thus, the aquatic 
vehicles, with wbich they are combined, looſen the ſkin, 
which was before in a ſtate of too great tenſion, whilſt 
the ſpirituous ones reſtore to the veſſels that elaſticity of 
which they had been deprived. Thus a reſolution of the 
humours 1s effected by means of tranſpiration and circula- 
tion: but a wiſe and cautious practitioner muſt ahyays at- 
tend to the progreſs of the complaint, when either putre- 
faction or a degree of malignity is apprehended ; a. care 


' ſhould be always taken to mix this with digeſtives for eri- 


tical diſcharges, as by abating their heat it will prevent 
the neighbouring parts from being affected, and ſecure the 


patient againſt a too copious diſcharge, which frequently 
: attends theſe caſes, | | 
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of The compariſon made between the Extract of Saturn 
it and its ſalt, commonly called the ſugar of lead, will be 
n found unjuſt, when we confider that the lattet is made 
f with vinegars of all forts of wines ; and that thoſe of Swit- 


» | zerland, which produce the greateſt quantity of this ſugar, 
0 are made of wines very little impregnated with tartar, and 
7 that too of an inferior quality. But after all, this very 
1 ſugar of lead, which is quoted as a proof of the repellent 
; quality to be found in our medicine, is it not made ule of by 
the ableit practitioners, both as an internal and external 
medicine ? It fo, with how much more confidence may we 
make uſe of Mr. Goulard's Extract, properly made, in the 
above circumſtances? A practice of ſixty years has ſufhct- 
ently convinced me of its ſuperiority over the ſugar of lead, 
which I have Known tail, when the other has always an- 
ſwered my intentions. 

Such as are thus diſpoſed to criticiſe the moſt approved 
remedies won't give themſelves time to reflect, that an ac- 
cidental failure of ſucceſs might be owing to this Extract 
not having been properly made in its commencement, or 
ſucceeding proceſſes; to its having been given in too 
great a quantity, or applied cold, as indeed the author 
ſometimes recommends, with a view only to the tempe- 
rate climate he writes in: thus have theſe people been in- 
duced, without having any regard for themſelves, to con- 
firm the opinion of the vulgar, who generally attribute 
the death of the patient to the laſt remedy; and thus 
ſhamefully take advantage of this fallacious argument to 
cry. down the good effects of the Extract of Saturn, and 
to extol remedies at beſt uncertain, often fallacious, and 
which cuſtom alone, the tyrant of the mind, authoriſes 
the uſe of, both againſt reaſon and experience, Many ex- 
amples might be brought to refute what perſons, other- 
wife reſpectable, have thought proper to advance to the 
prejudice of this remedy ; but I will refer the reader to 
many Obſervations given by the author in his Treatiſe, 
and take into conſideration here the firſt paragraph of the 
Third Formula, on the inefficacy of the poultices generally, 
preſcribed. | 

The proofs I have given of the neceſſity of procuring 
the beſt vinegar, and the rules I ſhall lay down in the ſe- 
quel, for the better making and uſing this Extract, having 
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been approved of by men of knowledge and rank in thig 
country, ever intent on means to aſſiſt the poorer part of 
mankind, have induced me to procure a quantity of it from 
the fountain-head itfelf, I have applied to Mr. Goulard 
for this parpoſe, to whom I have likewiſe communicated 
my thoughts on the farther improvement and uſe of this re- 
medy, which I bave had the {atisfaction to know entirely 
coincide with his. This concurrence of ideas, which ori- 
ginaily ſprung from a fitty years acquaintance, having been 
tellow-ſtudents together, have induced me to imitate him on 
other occaſions *, and has been the means of his allowing 
me to be the ſale vender in this country of the Extract he 
himſelt makes. 

This topic, which, properly ſpeaking, is an univerſal 
chirurgical medicine, and eaſily procured, has this triple 
advantage over others: Firſt, it cotis but little; ſecondly, 
it is prepared in an inſtant ; and thirdly, it may eaſily be 
conveyed from place to place. 

Whoever is provided with it may prevent the bad conſe- 
quences of bruiſes, occaſioned either by a fall or blow; it 
prevents an echymoſis, or extravaſation of blood, the ge- 
neral attendant of fractures and diſlocations, till proper 
aſſiſtance can be procured to dreſs the patient ſecundum ar- 
tem: in theſe circumſtances it ſhould be made uſe of in 
the beginning, as it is a known remedy againſt inflam- 
mations and mortifications, the general conſequences of 
theſe complaints, I ſhall not enter into a detail of the 
other diſorders it will relieve, but ſhall refer the reader to 
Mr. Goulard's Treatiſe; I ſhall only lay down here ſome 
few rules for its uſe, drawn trom experience, . which have 
met with Mr. Goulard's approbation, both as to that and 
its compoſition. 

I. Every one is ſufficiently acquainted with the power- 
ful effects of vegetable acids, and particularly thoſe of vi- 
negar, in regard to braſs, to deter him from making this 
Extract in veſſels of that metal. No precaution is ſufh- 
cient to prevent the vinegar from imbibing ſome of the 
copper; it is therefore much more adviſeable to make uſe

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of veſſels made either of glaſs, earth, or pewter. I ſhould 
have been much more uneaſy about a gentleman's ſervant, 
who had ſwallowed by chance, the 8th ot December laſt, a 
certain quantity of the Vegeto-mineral Water, had not L 
heen very ſure that the Extract hid not beca made 1n a 
braſs kettle, I ailured the maſter, in anſwer to his letter, 
that no bad conſequence would enſue, but that it would 
bo adviieable to order the patient to drink tome warm

II. The external qualities which characterize the true 
original Extract of Saturn, conſiſt in its colour, its ſmell, 
its weight, its conſiſtence, and its taſte: its colour is that ot 
ripe Seville orange, its confiſtence a little ſirupy, its ſmell 
empy-reumatical or of burnt ſugar, its weight a third part 
more than that of the vinegar ; ſo that a phial, which holds 
three ounces of vinegar, ought to weigh at leaſt five ounces 
and two ſcruples when fiiled with the Extract; the thickneſs 
of this medicine may be as great a defect as its lightneſs ; 
for, if it weighs more or leſs than it ought, it cannot but 
deceive in regard to the proportions made uſe of, and not 
anſwer to the directions given. See p. 220. 

III. When bad vinegar has imbibed as much as it 
can poſſibly diſſolve, the ſuperfluous metallic particles are 
obſerved to ſink to the bottom of the bottle: ſuch Extract, 
improperly called fo, is but an imperiect diviſion of the 
L 4 lead 
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lead, which muſt be rejected for the reaſons mentioned in 
page 221. 

IV. From this mixture of lead and vinegar is pro- 
duccd a Water called by the author Vegeto-mineral ; and 
this Water is endowed with excellent virtues, when made 
uſe of in lotions, fomentations, injections, and baths, 
and in the different Formulæ deſcribed by Mr. Goulard, 
in his Cerate, Poultices, Pomatums, Liniments, Plaiſters, 
&c. But the Water of which we are now ſpeaking, ought 
to be particularly conſidered in its own natural ſtate, before 
it 1s made uſe of in 1ts vegeto-mineral one, Every ſpecies 
of water is not proper for this uſe. Rain-water, when 
purged and filtered, and that of rivers, whoſe bottoms 
conliſt of either ſand or gravel, free from mud, are to 
have the preference, eſpecially after having been puritied 
either by {tanding ſome time, or filtering through proper 
paper: ſpring and pump water being impregnated with 
gypſous or ſelenitous particles, give rite to a new chang? 
ot the metallic ones of the lead ; and thus a white pre- 
cipitate is formed, which will by no means incorporate 
with the water. Theſe effects, ſays a celebrated chy- 
miſt “, are owing to a ſeparation of the vitriolic acid of 
the ſelenites from the earth to which it was joined, which 
now mixes with the lead of the Extract of Saturn, and 
thus forms a vitriol of lead, In that inſtant the vinegar 
mixes with the earth of the ſelenites, and they form toge - 
ther an acetoſe-calcareous ſalt; ſo that at the ſame time a 
new difſotution and a new combination are effected. 
Thus the medicine is by no means that of the Vegeto- 
mineral Water, but a mixture of vitriol of lead, acetoſe ſalt, 
and brandy, On this occaſion the vitriol of lead ſeems to 
deſcend in forny of a white powder, tho? it is in reality a 
ſaline, matter difloluble in water; the reaſon is, that it 
cannot be diſſolved without difficulty, and that there is 
not a ſufficiency of water to diflolve the whole quantity 
collected: the remainder of the water contains in diſſolu- 
tion a ſmall quantity of this vitriol of lead. In fine, if 
you add to the precipitate a large quantity of boiling 
water, the diſſolution is perfect; which proves, that this 
precipitate 1s a ſaline ſubſtance,” From this argument, 
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founded on natural philoſophy, and confirmed by the ex“ 
periments of all who make uſe of water not properly pu- 
rified, may we not conclude, that we have no reaſon to 
be ſurprized that this remedy has ſometimes bafiled our en- 
deavours ? Is it not, on the contrary, a ſubject of aſto- 
niſhment, that notwithſtanding this accidental defect in 
its compoſition, it has been ſo frequently crowned with 
the greateſt ſucceſs ? In fine, the water which diſſolves ſoap 
the moſt effectually is to be preferred, tho? it will be pro- 
per firſt to purity it well. hen the Extract is thrown 
into improper water, it whitens it only for a time, and 
then falls to the bottom, without being able to mix per- 
fectly with it afreſh ; this water becomes curdled, and like 
ſour milk ; and in this ftate it is by no means to be made 
uſe of, as not at all likely to anſwer our expectations, To 
this we may aſcribe the want of ſucceſs, which ſerves to 
prejudice many againſt the remedy, and to pleaſe others, 
who are by no means its friends, for want of being better 
acquainted with it, When proper water cannot be pro- 
cured, care muſt he taken to diſtil others, if opportunity 
ſerves. This may be eaſily done with the common alem- 
bie, taking care to throw away ſome pints of the firſt di- 
filled, as it is frequently liable to be foul, by the unclean- 
neſs of the head of the ſtill: you muſt likewiſe take care 
to leave about a quarter of it in the ſtill, before you have 
finiſhed your proceſs, to prevent the rifing of any of its 
heterogeneous particles. But in caſe of neceſſity, where 
proper water is not to be had, any kind of water may 
be uſed, taking care to boil and filter it thro' paper 
which is not ſtiffened,- till fome of the beſt water can be 


procured *.

* It is adviſeable, that all thoſe who make uſe of water in com- 
mon as their drink, would carefully abſtain ſrom all that are hard, 


| earthy, and ſelenitous; which are apt to diſorder the ſtomach, and 


give riſe to ſtony concretions in the kidneys and other urinary paſ- 


ſages, eſpecially if they meet with any ſlimy matter. The only means 
of preventing this is by diſtillation, which will ſeparate, even from 


the pureſt water, ſome heterogeneous ſubſtances; but this mult be ef- 
ſected in balneo mariæ, with alembics either of earth or glaſs; taking 
care always to throw away the two or three firſt pints that pals into 
the receiver, to avoid certain heterogeneous and volatile ſubſtances 
* hich riſe by diſtillation with the firſt portions of water. You muſt 
likewiſe finiſh your operation as ſoon as two-thirds of your 28 is 
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lead, which muſt be rejected for the reaſons mentioned in 
page 221. 

IV. From this mixture of lead and vinegar is pro- 
duced a Water called by the author Vegeto-mineral ; and 
this Water is endowed with excellent virtues, when made 
uſe of in lotions, fomentations, injections, and baths, 
and in the different Formulæ deſcribed by Mr. Goulard,

&c. But the Water of which we are now ſpeaking, ought 
to be particularly conſidered in its own natural ſtate, before 
it is made uſe 1 in its vegeto- mineral one. Every ſpecies 
of water is not proper for this uſe. Rain-water, when 
purged and filtered, and that of rivers, whoſe bottoms 
conſiſt of either ſand or gravel, free from mud, are to 
have the preference, eſpecially after having been puritied 
either by {tanding ſome time, or filtering through proper 
paper : ſpring and pump water being impregnated with 
gypſous or ſelenitous particles, give riſe to a new chang? 
of the metallic ones of the lead; and thus a white pre- 
cipitate is formed, which will by no means incorporate 
with the water. Theſe effects, ſays a celebrated chy- 
miſt “, are owing to a ſeparation of the vitnolic acid of 
the ſelenites from the earth to which it was joined, which 
now mixes with the lead of the Extract of Saturn, and 
thus forms a vitriol of lead, In that inſtant the vinegar 
mixes with the earth of the ſelenites, and they form toge - 
ther an acetoſe-calcareous ſalt; ſo that at the ſame time a 
new difſotution and a new combination are effected. 
Thus the medicine is by no means that of the Vegeto- 
mineral Water, but a mixture of vitriol of lead, acetoſe ſalt, 
and brandy, On this occaſion the vitriol of lead ſeems to 
deſcend in form of a white powder, tho? it is in reality a 
ſaline, matter difloluble in water; the reaſon is, that it 
cannot be diſſolved without difficulty, and that there is 
not a ſufficiency of water to diflolve the whole quantity 
collected: the remainder of the water contains in diſſolu- 
tion a ſmall quantity of this vitriol of lead. In fine, if 
you add to the precipitate a large quantity of boiling 
water, the diſſolution is perfect; which proves, that this 
precipitate is a faline ſubſtanee.“ From this argument, 
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founded on natural philoſophy, and confirmed by the ex* 
periments of all who make uſe of water not properly pu” 
rified, may we not conclude, that we have no reaſon to 
be ſurprized that this remedy has ſometimes bafiled our en- 
deavours ? Is it not, on the contrary, a ſubject of aſto- 
niſhment, that notwithſtanding this accidental defect in 
its compoſition, it has been ſo frequently crowned with 
the greateſt ſucceſs ? In fine, the water which diſſolves ſoap 
the moſt effectually is to be preferred, tho' it will be pro- 
per firſt to purify it well. hen the Extract is thrown 
into improper water, it whitens it only for a time, and 
then falls to the bottom, without being able to mix per- 
fectly with it afreſh ; this water becomes curdled, and like 
ſour milk; and in this ftate it is by no means to be made 


uſe of, as not at all likely to anſwer our expectations, To 


this we may aſcribe the want of ſucceſs, which ſerves to 
prejudice many againſt the remedy, and to pleaſe others, 
who are by no means its friends, for want of being better 
acquainted with it, When proper water cannot be pro- 
cured, care muſt he taken to diſtil others, if opportunity 
ſerves. This may be eaſily done with the common alem- 
bie, taking care to throw away ſome pints of the firſt di- 
filled, as it is frequently liable to be foul, by the unclean- 
neſs of the head of the ſtill: you muſt likewiſe take care 
to leave about a quarter of it in the ſtill, before you have 
finiſhed your proceſs, to prevent the riſing of any of its 
heterogeneous particles. But in caſe of neceſſity, where 
proper water is not to be had, any kind of water may 
be uſed, taking care to boil and filter it thro' paper 
which is not ſtiffened, till fome of the beſt water can be 


procured *.

* It is adviſeable, that all thoſe who make uſe of water in com- 
mon as their drink, would carefully abſtain from all that are hard, 
earthy, and ſelenitous; which are apt to diſorder the ſtomach, and 
give riſe to ſtony concretions in the kidneys and other urinary paſ- 
ſages, eſpecially if they meet with any ſlimy matter. The only means 


of preventing this is by diſtillation, which will ſeparate, even from 


the pureſt water, ſome heterogeneous ſubſtances; but this mult be et- 
ſected in balneo marie, with alembics either of earth or glaſs; taking 
care always to throw away the two or three firſt pints that paſs into 
the receiver, to avoid certain heterogeneous and volatile ſubſtances 
w hich riſe by diſtillation with the firſt portions of water. You mult 
likewiſe finiſh your operation as ſoon as two-thirds of your Ain 2 
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V. Noching is a greater conſequence in preſcriptions, 


than the aſcertaining the juſt proportion remedies of this 
kind bear to each other: I think the author has rather 
neglected this in regard to his. Looking upon it hiwſelf 
as a topical one only, he has been little anxious about the 
quantities uſcd in lotions, poultices, &c. for common ca— 
ſes ; nor is it indeed very material, but whey particular 
caſes occur; ſuch as inflammations of the eyes, cars, 
throat, and of other parts endowed with no leſs a degree 
of ſenſibility, The author ſcems to have miſtaken the 
quantity of Extract proper for the occaſion, ſee page 201, 
where he fays, „For example, (ſpeaking of the eyes) 
„ put at firſt ten or twelve dyops of it (Extract of Saturn) 
& to a common glaſs of water, and increaſe them gradu- 
* ally, as the inflammation is ſeen to diſperſe? — and at- 
ter, + againſt the defluxions of the ympanum of the ear 
„ and occaſional deatneſs, taking care in theſe cafes to 
« add to the drops of the Extract double the number of 
„drops of camphorated brandy, though common brandy 
% may be uſed, as for opthalmies.“ 

The indefinite meaſure of a glaſs of water gives here 
an equivocal ſenſe, It is always improper to preſcribe a 


remedy. by meaſure, when it is to be uſed with circum» 


ſpection. Nothing can be aſcertained by à glaſs of water, 
a coffec-ſpoonfui,.or drops. Theſe meaſures contain more 
or leſs, according to the different places they are uſed in; 
and drops may vary according to the conſiſtence of the 
Extract. As all mexures then vary, and even in the 
ſame country, care muſt be taken, where it is poſſible, to 
make uſe of weights, and to reduce foreign ones to thoſe 
of the country we live in. The author himſelf has fol- 
lowed the weights and meaſures of the country he in- 
habits; I will follow the Engliſh one called Troy *, " it

dliſtilled, becauſe what remains in the ſtill muſt be impregnated 
more or leſs with noxious particles, which the water might imbibe, 
was you to continue your proceſs any longer, The water thus di- 
flilled muſt be put into bottles well waſhed, and rinſed with the a- 
bove diſtilled water. Theſe bottles muſt be ſtopped with a glaſs ſtop- 
ple. If the water has been well diſtilled, it will preſerve its limpi- 
dity, after you have poured.anto it ſome drops of the ſolution of mer- 
cury by ſpirit of nitre. This experiment muſt be made upon a ſmall 
quantity of the diſtilled water. :

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has more affinity to the Montpellier weight, being divided;. 
like that, into ounces, drachms, ſcruples, and grains. 
The Troy pound, indeed, contains only twelve ouncer, 
and the Montpellier ſixteen ; but in the ounce there is on- 
ly a difference of ſeven grains and an half, the Troy ovnce 
being ſo much heavier than the Montpellier. In the 
drachm the difference is leſs than a grain, in the ſcruple 
not a third of one. The grain differs more in propor- 
tion, as the Montpellier ſcruple is divided into twenty— 
four grains, and the Troy ſcruple into only twenty; but 
for the ſatisfaction of thoſe who may be curious to know 
the exact difference between rhe Engliſh and Montpel - 
Her weights, I have added a Table, in which is ez 
preſſed the value of the Montpellier pound, half pound, 
ounce, drachm, and grains, both in Yroy and Arvoir-dus 
Pois weight, as likewiſe the ſeveral values of theſe forts 
of weights, compared with the Montpellier, and with 
each other; and this I imagine will be the more wel- 
come, as moſt of the authors who treat of the compariſon 
of Engliſh and French weights, are more likely to miſlead 
than to inform their readers. I cannot help remarking 
here, that the origin of different weights aroſe from the 
ancient cuſtom of regulating them by that of a — 
corn, Which ſerved as a ſtandard for all the reſt, by mul» 
tplying them into carats, ſcruples, drachms, ounces, 
pounds, &c. but as it neceſſarily happened, that the 
barley corns made uſe of in different countries, weighed 
more or leſs on account of their ſize, moiſture, or dry- 
neſs, it gave riſe to the difference of weights; and made 1t 
difficult to aſcertain preciſely thoſe of different countries, 
It is much to be wiſhed that the different- powers of Eu- 
rope would come to a- general regulation of weights ; 1t 
would be a change of much greater importance to trade, 
than that of the old ſtile, which all nations have not a- 
dopted ; though there are none who would not find their 
account in having a general or univerſal ſtandard for mea- 
ſure and weight. 

But let us now return to the method of preſcribing the 
Extract of Saturn, and again reſume our ſubject, from 
which this epiſode has ſomewhat hurried me. I ſhall then 
make uſe of the weight, generally known by the name of 
roy-qeight, The proper and generally preſcribed quan- 

| | tity 
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Uty of Extract to a bottle of pure water (a) is one penn 
weight (5) it the Extract is well made, which quantity 
will make about forty drops (c.) Now, if we ſuppoſe the 
bottle to weigh twenty-nine Troy onnces, and a glaſs of 
water to weigh about three ounces, the quantity of Ex- 
tract, according to the proportion given by Mr. Goulard, 
would exceed, or at leait be equal to that of the Vegetc- 
mineral Water preſcribed by him for common uſes ; when, 
on the contrary, the quantity ought to be diminiſhed con- 
ſiderably. So that I would recommend, in inflammations 
of the eyes, to put only two drops of the Extract to every 
three ounces of water, and the ſame proportion to be ob- 
ſerved in all caſes where the ſenſibility of the part is equally 
delicate, ſepecially ſince Mr. Goulard has brought his Ex- 
tract to ſo great a degree of perfection us: to weigh two 
third parts more than when his book was written (d.) 

The method of counting the drops is to have a cork 
bored- from end to end, through which paſs a tube about 
the ſize of a ſmall quill, commonly called a pinion ; this 
quill muſt be cut off at both ends, like the obtuſe end of a 
tooth-pick ; and of the two extremities of the tube thus 
cut, one enters into the- bottle, -and- the other remains on 
the outſide of the cork- By inclining the bottle down-- 
wards, and putting the end of the fore-finger upon the a- 
perture of the tube, you may let the drops fall at pleaſure, 
one after the other. | 

Mr. Goulard does not recommend his Pomatum in op-' 
thalmies, and I think with great reaſon ; greaſy and 
oleaginous ſubſtances are always dangerous in inflamma- 
tions of the eyes and eriſipelatous complaints, though they 
are equalhy adviſeable for thoſe of the ears: he ought to 
have recommended the frequent waſhing the eyes external- 
ly with the Vegeto- mineral Water, and keeping a compreſs 
conſtantly on them, well wetted with that water. This 
I bave conſtantly practiſed with ſucceſs ; but you mult 
be careful always to add ſome brandy, and even that 
which is camphorated. This omiſſion, on the part of the 
author, in his firſt preſcription, gives an air of obſcurity 
to the laſt part of his ſecond paragraph, by putting you in 
mind there of the neceſſity of making uſe of brandy in the

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fecond preſcription, as well as in the firſt; a circumſtance, 
he has entirely omitted. Let it be remarked, that cam- 
phorated brandy on all occaſions is to be preferred to the 
non-camphorated, as I ſhall endeavour to prove in the fol- 

lowing article, | 
VI. It is my opinion, that in the caſes in which the 
author recommends the uſe of camphire, one of the moft 
antiphlogiſtic and antiſpaſmodie medicines in phylic or 
ſurgery, he does not preſcribe it in large quantities enough. 
Camphire is one of thoſe medicines we uſe too ſparingly, 
not being ſufficiently converſant in its effects, which are al- 
ways wonderful, whether made uſe of externally or inter- 
nally, I would recommend a work of Mr. Pouteau, in- 
titled, Melanges de Chirurgie, which would convince any 
one of the good qualities of this drug. I know an Engliſh 
gentleman, who not only preſerves himſelf from, but 
cures: himſelf of many complaints by the uſe of camphire, 
of which he takes inwardly a large quantity; and always 
carries about him a box of it. When I make uſe of this 
with the Extract of Saturn, it is in large quantities, and 
with ſome precautions, different from thoſe of Mr. Gou- 
lard. If it is given in ſmall quantities, it has no effect; 
when mixed with pomatums, cerates, liniments, it is ob- 
liged to — the heat of fire, by which means the vo- 
latile parts of it are evaporated ;- what remains of them 
inſenſibly paſſes away, ſo that in a few days none is left. 
Whenever the Vegeto-mineral Water is made uſe of, I 
would recommend the ſame quantity of camphorated 
brandy as the author preſcribes of that which is not cam- 
horated. This camphorated brandy ſhould be kept in a 
n well corked; you muſt be careful hkewiſe to fill jt 
up now and then, and fee that the camphire you make uſe 
of for this purpoſe is not too dry, but that it is freſh, oily, 

and of a ſtrong. perfume. 

VII. Mr. Goulard recommends the Vegeto-mineral 
Water to be warmed only during the winter, and to make 
uſe of it in ſummer in its natural ſtate. This diſtinction 
may be a very juſt one at Montpellier, and in other warm 
climates ; but in England, and other cold countries, it is 
abſolutely neceſſary always to warm it, otherwife the me- 
tallic particles are not ſo thoroughly divided ; and by the 
Water's being impregnated with the vegetable parts only, 
the repelling property, with which it is reproached, only 
; remains, 
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remains. The fame may be ſaid of all cold waters; they 
act as repellents, by cauſing too great a contraction in the 
fibres they ought to relax, and the colder they are the 
greater 1s their repelling powerz but when warmed, they 
are of a moiſtening, relaxing, ſoſtening, and refolvirg 
quality. But particular care muſt be taken not to ex- 
ceed the doſe above preſcribed in inflammatory caſes, Mr. 
Colmond, a celebrated ſurgeon, has well obſerved, that 
the leadea particles, when introduced into the veſſels in 
too large a quantity, irritate and force them ſo conſider- 
tably, as frequently to add to the complaint, inſtead of re- 
gnorant 


lieving it. This is a fault that many, who are ig 


ot the effects of this remedy, frequently fall into; and 
often blame the medicine, when themielves are only in 


fault. 


In caſes where the lymph only is affected, the ſame pre- 


cauticn is not neceflary, as a drachm or two of Extract 


more may be ſafely added to each bottle of water. 


VIII. Such as are little verſed in the knowledge of the 
medical virtues of metals, are very apt to make coſmetic 
pomatums with the Vegeto-mmeral Water. Theſe have 
tollowed the errors handed down to us by our anceſtors, 
who have made uſe of lead under various forms ; others 
have made uſe of magiſteries of pewter and biſmuth, &c. 


which have rather ſerved to deſtroy the beauty of the ſkin, 


than to preſerve it: the reuſon is evident; theſe metals, by 
themſelves into the pores, there depoſe fome oi 
their particles the moſt divided, and by firſt opening and 


inſinuating 


then filling up theſe pores, ſpoil the fineſt features. 


Theſe metallic particles become of a black dye, and 
plainly ſhew a leaden colour, which can be concealed only 
trom the eye, by the application of white waſh compoled of 


the ſame drug, which by plaiſtering over the ſurface of 


the 


ſkin, add to this deformity. The author of theſe Remarks 


begs leave to caution the fair ſex from truſting to theſe 


po* 


matums, the compoſition of which is a ſecret, the better 

to conceal the known poiſon they are fraught with, which

for a ſhort time appears to anſwer their intentions, ond) 


to give the deeper wounds afterwards, Time only can 
eſtabliſh nature, and the uſe of the pomatums deſcribed

the author in his Treatiſe on Ruptures, p. 138, by leuviug 
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the other yellow. This pomatum, without altering the 
ſkin, ſoftens and nouriſhes it, preſerves its tranſparency, 
deſtroys tetters and redneſs, fills up wrinkles, and repars 
all damages done t2 it, either by the uſe of other poma- 
tums or paint, This pomatum 1s infinitely fuperior to 
that of Saturn, or the cerate for removing the piles, for the 
ſcalding of the ſkin, and to remove the ſpots which remain 
after the ſmall-pox, if applied to it ſome time after the 
eruption. 

IX. The efficacy of this remedy againſt external diſ- 
orders incident to animals, having been by Mr. Goulard, 
and by the celebrated Mr. Blunt, in his learned practical 
Farriery, left unnoticed, Dr. Arnaud has thought it a duty 
incumbent upon him, to point out his notions upon ſuch 
diſorders of horſes, as are ſimilar to thoſe of men; ſuch as, 
ſirains, bruiſes, blows, inflammation of the eyes, &c. Se- 
veral of the nobility having adopted the Doctor's opinion, 
directed the uſe of the Extract to ſome farriers, who, aſto- 
niſhed at its ſurpriſing effects, introduced it immediately 
into their private practice. Their often repeated experi- 
ments were ſo much the more ſucceſsful, as they uſed the 
Genuine Extract of Saturn.
